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Bashing the Panthers 

In an cdilcirial last sumnw, OutWeek urged the formation of a 
corps of gay men and lesbians to guard our soceis agunsl the rising 
epidemic of queer-boshing Our immediate impetus had been a 
June I6 incklM during which lesbians and gays marching against 
violerKe had been violently assaulted by bystanders in the Village. 
Our larger motrvailon was the belief that only by destroying the 
image of gays as passive *victims‘ of assault could we possibly hope 
to challenge those engaging in the cowardly sport of queer-bashing 

We look as our spiritual touchstone dK Black Panthers, an 
organization bom of the civil rights movement of the *608. The 
miliuncy espoused and practiced by the Black Panthers (right- 
etted and alieruied many, but it fundamentally altered widepread 
perceptions of Blacks and caused a new respea for their deter¬ 
mination to achieve power arxl respect in our racist society. 

In that spirit, we suggested that our new community poup 
call itself the Pink Paruhers. The ‘panther' rcfeicncc sprang from 
the Black Panthers; the ‘pink* «as derived frotn the pink iriai^lcs 
forced on gays by the Naizis, and since adopted as the queer color. 

Several weeks later, we were pleased to report that such a 
group had independently formed and adopted that name. Artd 
under the encigctic leadership of Geni Wdls, they have quickly 
emerged as one of our community's most visible, feisty and 
effective groups, complementing the fuie legal and advocacy 
work of the Anti-Violence Project. The Panther street patrols 
have achieved widespread publicity that is indeed serving to 
contradia the homophobic niyih that queers don't Rghi back. 

Now, in an incredibly offensive, insensitive, homophobic 
move, Mctro-Goldwyn-Maycr is takirtg the Pink Panthers to court 
for allegedly stealing the name and besmirching the image of the 
Peter ScUeis films article, page 121. In addition to forcing the 
Panthers to change their now-established name, MGM is socking 
more than $300,000 in damages against the grass-roots organiza¬ 
tion. MGM’s action is reminiscient of the the Inicmalional 
Olympic Committee's suit to force the Gay Olympics to change 
their name, a decision upheld by the Supreme Court decile the 
fan that other groups are allowed to u<ie the ‘otympic* moniker 

It's dear that such suits are inspired by homophobia and arc 
an assault on our entire community. In this case, it's additionally 
outrageous that MGM would stoop to such trivial harassment 
because the Panthers are engaged in such untrivbd work, the 
deadly serious work of protecting queer lives in a society whose 
vicious homophobia is often piqued by the hate spewed against 
us In Hollywood films. 

The public can only suppose that MGM values theoretical 
property rights against the civil rights of people getting bashed 
on the street. That MGM has no concept of the depth and seri¬ 
ousness of anti-gay violence. That MGM is unaware of how 
transparently such a suit reveals the extent of homophobia in 
corporate Hollywood. 

Our entire community should respond by writing, calling, 
picketing and protesting this despicable action, and by uniting to 
defend those brave souls who every week jeapordize their safety 
to protect ours. 
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BARNEYS DILEMMA

It's a good thing I waited 
to react. Ten seconds later, 
both the woman and the man 
were still squealing with 
delight over the Madonna dis¬ 
play. catching obscure refer¬ 
ences to lines from her songs 
that no heterosexual could 
possibly have appreciated. A 
lightbulb went off in my head; 
Maybe these weren’t homo¬ 
phobes after ad. Could these 
be hip queers who hadn’t 
thought twice about using the 
word *fag* as a badge of 
honor, proudly claiming the 
Barneys window designer as 
one of their own? I was 
relieved and amused to dis¬ 
cover the same pair emerging 
from the Oscar Wilde Book¬ 
shop later that afternoon, 
gleefully whipping open a 


copy of OutWeek they had 
just purchased. 

This time. Madonna saved 
me from making a complete 
fool of myself in public by mis¬ 
taking pride for hatred. But the 
question stil remains; What do 
I do when I hear the words 
"dyke.* Tag* or “queer* and I 
am given no clues to the sexu¬ 
al orientation of the speaker? 


(The problem is compound¬ 
ed by the fact that younger 
hets are beginning to adopt 
queer fashions. A hip but 
certifiably straight female co¬ 
worker wears a studded 
leather bracelet that bears a 
remarkable resemblance to 
my ex’s cock-ringl)

If there is one person 
who needs to be credited with 
founding the modem gay and 
lesbian rights movement, it’s 
Max Hirshfeld. The accom¬ 
plishments of Max Hirshfeld 





and the well-developed gay 
community In central Europe 
are only now being eclipsed 
by the postwar movement 

The Radical Faeries are 
not the major creation of 
Harry Hay's dreams and 
visions. The history of many 
Radical faerie founders can be 
traced from the Gay Liberation 
Front in the late ’60s and 
throughout the ’70s under a 
number of titles—Radical Fag¬ 
gots. Freaking Fag Revolubon- 
aries. Faggot Farmers. Sissies 
In Class Strugj^e and Radicaf 
Faeries (various spellings). 

Harry Hay will go down in 
history, but more for a history 
of overstatement than any¬ 
thing else.

FAERIE HISTORY 

While I consider it unfair 
to judge this book (The Trouble 
Wib Harry Ha^ from the two 
items that even Mr. Jeffreys 
tenns ’’picayune.” he does raise 
certain issues having to do with 
the veracity of the book. 

These have to do with 
rather major problems. The 
flrst Is not about Harry’s claim 
to have founded the Matta- 
chine Society (I've known 
many of the principals in¬ 
volved, and they all agree with 
that claim). I have a problem 
with the daim that he Is the 
founder or father of gay libera¬ 
tion. That is because the Mat- 
tachine was an organization, 
and organizations are created 
out of certain needs in an 
existing social movement, 
such as the Gay Liberation 
Front arising out of the 
Stonewall rebellion. The social 
currents in modem times go 
back at least to Walt Whit¬ 
man’s call for a community of 
loving comrades in his essay 
“Democratic Vista" (an 
excerpt accompanies this let¬ 
ter) through Edward Carpen¬ 
ter. Hirshfdd. et. ai. 

My main problem, though, 
has to do with an historical 


matter. Mr. Jeffreys says that 
“It is safe to as8ume...lhat he 
(Hay) was a major force lead¬ 
ing to the creation of the Radi¬ 
cal Faeries.” 

Harry’s claim is quite 
simply not true. And this is a 
more serious error in the book 
than the two items Jeffrey’s 
mentions. 

I know this because the 
Radical Faeries did not ^in 
with Harry. I introduced him to 


the Radical Faerie movement 
in 1975, several years before 
he claims to have started tt. 

I was one of the original 
group who put together RFD 
magazine in 1974. having 
been introduced to the Iowa 
collective by Arthur Evans 
through our association in 
OUT magazine, a short-lived 
gay publication in New York 
City. 197G-4. fflTTwas created 
at a Midwest gay men’s gath¬ 


ering when Stewart Schofield 
proposed a magazine for 
country faggots/faeries with 
Alan Troxler and Cart Whitman 
from Oregon, and others. 

In the summer of 1975, I 
decided to tour the country vis¬ 
iting rural gays. Among these 
were Harry Hay and John 
Burnside, then living in San 
Juan Pueblo. NM. as a collec¬ 
tive of two called the Circle of 
Loving Companions (shades of 
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Whitman). With me were a 
couple of faeries I picked up 
from a collective in Fayetteville, 
Aik.) I had been drawn to meet 
Harry because of an abstruse 
article he had submitted to 
RFD and which had been 
rejected for publication in Iowa 
and Oreoon codectives.) 

While at San Juan 
Pueblo. I described to Harry 
and John what many country 
gays were doing, their 
life^les, etc. I also told him 
that I was heading toward San 
Francisco to visit Arthur Evans 
and others, then up to Wolf 
Creek, Ore., to visit Whitman 
and Trmder. From there I went 
to Port Angeles. Wash., to 
visit Faygelle Singer (now Ben 
Miriam) at a collective called 
Elwha. When I returned to 
Wolf Creek. I discovered that 
Harry and John had juft 
arrived from New Mexico to 
meet Carl and Alan. These 


events represent Harry’s intro¬ 
duction to the Radical Faeries 
movement (although it had 
any number of names at the 
time, hardly being aware that 
it was a movement). 

I returned to San Francis¬ 
co. From there I designed the 
cover for RFD #S and sent a 
format for a coming-out cere¬ 
mony to the Wolf Creek col¬ 
lective. which was producing 
that issue. The ceremony, 
which was performed at a 
Northwest gay men’s gather¬ 
ing that summer, involved a 
circle in which a mask was 
passed from man to man. 
When someone received that 
mask, he would tell of his 
coming out fears, hopes, etc. 

Harry’s article, which had 
been rejected by the Iowa col¬ 
lective. found a sympathetic 
ear in Carl Whitman and was 
published in #5. part of it on 
the same page as a description 


of the ceremony that I had cre¬ 
ated. I understand that Arthur 
Evans was also using a faerie 
circle about that time. In any 
event, it did not originate with 
the organization that was start¬ 
ed several years later by Harry. 
Don Klhefner and others. 

The Radical Faerie move¬ 
ment was not created oppor- 
tunisticaily by any one person, 
but evolved spontaneously out 
of the needs of country 
faeries, many of whom had 
spiritual concerns, to commu¬ 
nicate and gather. 

I offered to share this, 
and other, information con¬ 
cerning the genesis of the 
Radical Faeries with Stuart 
Timmons through my friend 
and roommate. Jim Kepner, 
but he rejected these offers. 

I am reluctant to write 
this because for 15 years 
Harry has been a dose friend 
and occasional benefactor. 


and I value his friendship. But 
Harry prefers his own ver¬ 
sions of reality, and if others 
differ with him, he can imperi¬ 
ously remove one from ¥vhat 
he considers to be the ‘gay 
community.' (*Well.' he might 
say, ‘Vou're nothing but a het- 
ero-identified man. you're not 
gay*), as one gets kicked out 
of his family for a while if hel 
been a bad boy. 

I guess that we all have 
ways of covering our asses.

PROTESTS OF THE 
INELIGIBLE 

If Andrea Natalie's 
‘Stonewall Riots’ (no. 78. 
Dec. 26) expressed only anti¬ 
war sentiments, it would be 
easy to accept. But its judg¬ 
ment that gay people who 
wish to join the military ser¬ 
vices are petulant, selfish, 
heartless and believe that 
‘queers need rights more than 
Arab chldren need legs’ is not 
only unfair, it is misguided. 

The cartoon implies that 
Natalie agrees with the Depart¬ 
ment of Defense that homo¬ 
sexuality is incompabbie with 
military service. That view 
effectivety prohibits gay peo¬ 
ple from full participation in 
citizenship. Whether anyone 
should palpate in a war is a 
different issue. Natalie might 
argue that gay people should 
be pacifists. If. however, gay 
people are not included in 
those eligible for military ser¬ 
vice. we will not be taken seri¬ 
ously if we elect the dbzen's 
right to protest against war. 
The protests of the inekgible 
will be understood as the dis¬ 
content of the insignificant 
and unimportant.

DeLynn's novel, Don Juan in 
the VHtage.

or my icky Catholic back¬ 
ground coming up on me—is 
it a result of incest, sexual 
abuse, or is it possible that 
many of us sometimes find it 
difficult to be lesbians and take 
it out on ourselves and others? 
Jewelle found Jane's book nei¬ 
ther “enlightening" nor 'enter¬ 
taining.” though I found it 
both. Enlightening, because 
she acknowledged so many 
things which seemed uncom¬ 
fortable. unflattering and 
embarrassing about herself 
and her sexuality. They weren’t 
the same as my own list of 
uncomfortable things, but I 
didn't find her repulsive, like 
Jewelle did. It was liberabng. in 
fact Taken in conjunction with 
the parts of the book that 
"moved me." the total effect 
was an experience I would 
describe as "entertaining.* 
That's just how it was for me. 

So how should we object 
to a book, then? Because it's 
really Jewelel's objections I’m 
objecting too. For me. my 
main objection to any book is 
usually that the writing stinks. 
Jewelle says her "problem 
with [Jane's] book is related 
more to its 'post-post-post' 


style than to the repulsive 
nature of the main character." I 
don't believe her. See. I’d sim¬ 
ply say the writing’s good. 
Very clear. Strictly told 
through the narrator’s point of 
view. Which is what Jewelle 
hates. By hating the style she's 
getting to hate the narrator 
twice, because the style here 
does nothing but deliver the 
narrator at your adoring or 
abhorring feet If I were to crit- 
idn this book. I'd be inclined 
to focus on the things I can 
see she's trying to do but 
failed. I'd assume she had a 
book in mind. I have much 
more difficulty when I try to 
track Jewelle’s objections to 
Jane's writing; "Neither opu¬ 
lence nor privation stand in 
counterpoint to the Don's 
positions." Well, gee-whiz, 
which writing school is Jew- 
elle advocating? I mean, just 
to pick a name out of a hat. 
Kafka’s style is pretty skimpy, 
mean and cerebral.

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MGM Stalks Pink Panthers 
in IVademark Lawsuit

NEW YORK—Movie giant MGM 
pounced on the Pink Pandns last week, 
claiming that the anti-violence activists 
have smudged the prissy cafs pretty-ln- 
pink image. 

The complaint charges the commu¬ 
nity patrol with trademaik i nf ri n gement 
and deliberately misleading the public as 
to the relationship between the comedic 
detective movies of Unied Artists, a sub¬ 
sidiary of MGM-Pathe Communications 
Ca. and the anb-vioienoe activities of the 



gay and lesbian Pink Panther Patrols. It 
was filed in Federal District Court in 
Manhattan on Jan. 7. 

The Pink Panther motion pictures 
were created and promoted in the spirit 
of light-hearted. nocKontroversial family 
fiin and entCTtainmeni, a purpose and 
history not in keeping with Uk issues 
the Pink Panther Patrol faces,’ the com¬ 
plaint alleges. 

*How dare they say we are tarnish¬ 
ing the Pink Panther nain^ replied an 
outraged Gerri Wells, who is the only 
named dcfoxlatu in the suit other than 
the patrol itself. *li makes me furious! 
WeVe a community of voluraeersf’ 

Mary Craig CaDckis. a spokesperson 
for the litigation department at MGM’s 
corporate headquarters in Los Angeles, 
rehised to oomneta on the legal action. 
*MGM will not try its case in the papers,’ 
she told OurVMt 

According to a source at MGM's 
corporate headquartera in Califbmia, the 
mo^ compa n y decided to press ahead 
wid) a suit only after repeated attempt¬ 
ing to contaa the Panthers to discuss 
the similariiy between the logo adopted 
by the Pink Panther Patrol aixl a paw- 
print design used by UA in 1962 to pro¬ 
mote one of the eight Pink Panther 
motion pictures. 

"While UA fully supports the rights

The Safe-Sex Six, as they have dubbed 
themselves, also reiterated ih^ commitment 
to pursuing an appeal. 

"1 submit th« they were convicted for 
their convictions.' the defendants' anomey, 
Lori Cohen, told the judge before a court¬ 
room packed widi the defendants' supporters 
aixl reverberating with chants wafting up to 
the fifth-floor chamber from a supportive 
picket outside the Criminal Court BuOdirtg at 
100 Centre St. 

"ySc will not settle for this,' added AIDS 
educator Arm Northrop, a defendant in the 
case. "We did not break the law.' 

The sentencing, which took place on 
jan. 7. followed conviction of the six activisis 
on chaiges of disorderly corKlua, disrupting a 
religious service, resisting arrest and trespass¬ 
ing. Two of the six. Michael Wiggins and 
Sharon Ihunutola, were rwt convicted on all 
four counts, and each received 56 hours of 
community service. Their co-defendants, 
Charles King. Northrop, Kathy Otter and Rod 
Sotgc, were all senten^ to 70 hours of com¬ 
munity service. 

While the activists termed the sentetKiiig 
a ‘victory,* since Criminal Court Justice Jo 
Arm Perchrund rejected the assistant DA's rec¬ 
ommendation that the activists also be fined, 
the rancor that developed during the course 
of the trial between the activisis and the judge 
had ixx cntirciy dissipated 

*1 knew that my trial would only serve to 
make obvious the biases of our judicial sys¬ 
tem,* commented Sorge in his statement 
before sentencing, pointedly referring to. 
instances throughout the trial in which the

Gay Flag Raises Ruckus 
for New California Governor

SACRAMENTO, 

Calif.—Five people were 
arrested on Jan. 7 during a 
protest which saw the inau¬ 
guration of a California gov¬ 
ernor stopped for the first 
time in the history of the 
state. The action was similar 
in intensity to an ACT UP 
protest last November at the 
victory party for New York 
Gov. Mario Cuomo. 

Nearly 200 members of 
ACT UP and Queer Nation 
chapters from throughout 
California filled a commu¬ 
nity center here where the 
inauguration, previously 
scheduled for the Capitol 
steps, had been rescheduled 
bemuse of rain. 

The primary action of the day came 
as Gov. Pete Wilson began his inaugural 
speech. About a dozen Queer Nationals 
executed a plan which had been 
rehearsed for weeks in San Francisco. 
One man lumped on another while oth¬ 
ers, with lightning speed, connected 
Ihree-fbot tubes together to form an 18- 
fbot-high flagpole. Atuched to the top 
was a four-foot-by-six-foot rairfoow flag. 

Within 15 seconds, the flag maicsti- 
caUy rose above the crowd to the delight 
of hundreds of gay men and lesbians 
and to the shock of the new goverttor, 
the outgoing Gov. George I>eukmeiian, 
White House Chief of Staff John Sununu, 
the erxire state Legislature and hundreds 
of digr^taries. 


The raising of the rainbow flag took 
on significance for the ^uhering because 
last October, on Natkmal Coming Out 
Day, a similar flag had been raised over 
the aate Gapkoi building Flags for other 
minoriiics and special goups have flown 
on the building to hoixir special events 
and days. A furious Deukmeiian ordered 
the flag taken down. 

Then, carxiidate Wilson antxxmced 
that he would never allow the rainbow 
flag to fly over the Capitol. Gay and les¬ 
bian activists have demarxlcd not only 
the flag but also that Wilson sign a pro¬ 
posed California law which provides for 
txin-dtscriniination against gay men arxl 
lesbiaits and that he support a statewide 
domestic partnership bill which has 


recently been introduced 
in the state Legislaiure. 

Not more than 50 
seconds after the flag 
was raised, Sacramento 
and California state 
police had formed a 
wall of law enfoccemetv 
officers which moved 
fully one-third of the 
spectators over and then 
out the front doors of 
the building. 

As the demonstra¬ 
tors were being pushed, 
they yelled and 
screamed with such fer¬ 
vor that the governor’s 
speech was rendered 
inaudible, arxl the stale's 
lesbian arxl gay commu¬ 
nity became the focus of attention. 

The demonstration in Sacramento 
last week is the secorxl time in three 
nronths a state governor has been 
directly confronted by the raw power of 
the gay community. On election night, 
last November, more than 300 activists 
from ACT UP and Queer Nation stormed 
the victory party for New York's Gov. 
CuotiK). There, the cries of •Shame!' 
made his attempts to deliver a victory 
speech virtually impossible. 

Franz Wisner, a spokesperson 
for Wilson, declined to comment on 
the incident. 

In Sacramento, those arrested said 
that they were subfcctcd to beatings and 
homopixibic behavior, which lasted for 



almost 11 hours. Before the evening 
ended. Queer Natkxi membcis had been 
e^cd from a public area of the (ail In 
a^t they calM a nightmare of over- 
itaoion by law e nfa roemctiL 

Two of the five arrested were 
charged with obstructirtg a public meet¬ 
ing, with the remaining three also 
charged with itterferirtg with the opera¬ 
tion of police officen. 

One Queer National, Dean 
Tbckcrman, had the word *hocno* wrt- 
len on a piece of paper and put on the 
door of his cell. The alleged verbal 
taunting for him was even more crtiel 
because the deputies ridiculed the 
physical handicaps associated with his 
cerebral palsy. 

Derek Boyle, 20, was continually 
asked If he was *hotno’ or *faL* He said, 
’They slammed me up against the svall. 
damming my head in a way that (dl like 
I was hit In the jaw.* One deputy, he 
claimed, looked at him and said, 'He 
looks like he takes it up the ass.* 
Another alleged)' said, '^Ibtcfa out, he is 
a militant homosexual.* He said that he 
wa-s then pushed down a corridor to a 
ceil where, he sak). they ’slammed my 
boe against a wiixiow.’ 

Irwin Keller, the legal advisor for 
those arrested, was Literally thrown out 
of the building. Keller was ejected fol¬ 
lowing the removal of several Queer 
Nationals who were waiting for the 
release of those bcirtg detamed. 

Keller said that despite the bet that 
there were two urinals arxl a private loi- 
let area in the lesnoom. Queer Nationals 
were allowed In one at a time. A deputy 
sheriflr told Keller. *1 ckxiX want any lewd 
and bacivious conduct in my jaH* 

'They wanted some kind of retri¬ 
bution,* Keller said. The people that 
were involved were wQlittg to ride the 
consequences of the law, no more. 
They were not operring themselves to 
anything that might happen. If there is 
punlshrttent to be meted out. It b the 
job of the court to do that, not the job 
of the sfaerilfs deputies..’

WASHINGTON—Beginning on 
June 1, HIV-positivc forcigncn are wel¬ 
come to visit or seek residence in the 
United States. 

Health and Human Services 
Secretary Dr. Louis Sullivan lifted the 5- 
year-oW ban on HIV-positive foreigners 
on Jan. 3. Sallowing a year of aggressive 


protest by AIDS activists and the intem- 
tional he:jlh community. 

Sullivan was given the power to 
erase the restrictions on Nov. 29, when 
President Bush signed a wide-ranging 
immigration-reform bill. Among much 
else, the bill also repealed the US's 38- 
year-old ban on gay and lesbian immi¬ 
grants and lourte. 

The HIV ban came into being in 
1987. marteuvered through Congress by 
anti-gay Sen. Jesse Helms, and until the 
repeal takes effect on June 1, HIV-posi¬ 
tive foreigners are still expected to

Bush and Sullivan denounced the 
disruption at the time but tK>w, seven 
months later, have fully met the 
protestors’ dematxb. 

The combtoed pressure of dlrect- 
action groups, behitKl-the-scenes main¬ 
stream lobbing and the international 
health community weighed extremely 
heavy on the secretary," said National 
Gay and Lesbian Task Force spokesper ¬ 
son Robert Bray. "He got the message 
loud and dear."

COPENHAGEN—Nearly 100 gay 
and lesbian leaders from 17 natxxts gath¬ 
ered at the annual European Regional 
Conference of the Incematiorul Lesbian 
and Gay Association here on Dec. 2S-31 
to plan for the 1992 European unificatioa 

ILGA co-secretary general Lisa 
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Power said that the social and eco¬ 
nomic unification of Europe was high 
on the agenda. 'Despite increasing 
unity,’ she said. *there are unaccept¬ 
ably wide differeiKes in the situations 
of lesbians and gay men in the different 
nations of the continent.* 

Denmark, for example, b one of the 
most welcoming nations for gays aiKi 
lesbians. The IlGA conference was offi¬ 
cially opened by Danbh member of par¬ 
liament Dorte Bennedsen and 
Coppenhagen officials hosted a recep¬ 
tion for ILGA at the Town Hall—site of 
the world's first legal gay weddings in 
October 1969. 

Britain, on the other hand, b one of 
the most oppressive nations in Europe 
for homosexuab. ILGA delegates took to 
the Copenhagen Town Square on Dec. 
31 arxl 'symbolically scrubbed* a Briibh 
flag 'dean of govemmeta's homophobic 
attitudes,' Power said, adding that in 
recent weeks Britain has increased 
penalties for certain types of consensual 
sex between gay men (induding sado¬ 
masochistic sex and sex in public) and 
launched a campaign to bon lesbian artd 
gay foster parenting. 

Among the good news repotted by 
ddegates: 

• The European Commission on Human 
Rights has accepted a compbint against 
Cyprus^' male sodomy law. 

• Switzerland and Iceland will adopt 
equal ages^-conserx for gays and hA- 
eiosexuab. 

• Ireland has finally agreed 10 abide by a 
2-ycar-old European Court of Human 
Rights deebion overturning that nation’s 
sodomy law. 

• At>d Czechoslovakia, the Netherlands. 
Norway and Sweden are moving toward 
the legalization of gay arxl lesbian mar¬ 
riage—such as was approved in 1969 in 
Denmark. 

Delegates warmly wdcomed a draft 
and resolution from the Council of 
Europe Parliamentary Assembly, which 
called for a contittent-widc ban on sex- 
ual-oiicncation dbcriminaticx). 

'Thb b an essential next step on the 
road to equality for lesbians and gay 
men in Europe,’ Power said 

ILGA co-secretary general John 
dark urged delegates to support their 
broihcfs and sisters in the So^ Union, 
who face increasing anacks from the 
media, the police and the KGB.

HFV Counselor Eases Testing Fears 


NEW YORK—Hcrnan Poza, an 
AIDS counselor with the New York City 
health departmetu, tells this joke when 
he speaks lo ffoups abau HIV-antlxxly 
testing: During a counseling session, a 
dient asks about HIV-positivity rates in 
the five boroughs. The counselor gives 
him the breakdown, notir^ Staten Island 
has the lowest. The diet* replies. Then 
I’m having sex in Staten Island because 
the chances of not getting infected are 
greater." The porra of this anecdote, Poza 
says, sitting in the office that he shares 
with another counselor and a photo¬ 
copier. is that when there is risk of beirtg 
infected with HIV, even ever so slighdy, 
don't take iL 

Some clients insist unprotected oral 
sex, for example, is a safe activity. Poza 
said that every counselor in the office 
has had at least orte dient infected this 
way. *If you know your partner has 
AIDS, would you go down on him with¬ 
out protection.^ he asked. The answer 
from dients is usuaDy. 'Na'* 

Poza is a project coordinator, over¬ 
seeing four other counselors at the city’s 
Anonymous Counseling and Testing 
(ACT) site at 303 Ninth Ave., a grungy 
brick building in the Chelsea section of 
Manhanan. Everyone tested with their 
knowledge in New York must have 
pretest atxl post-test counseling. Poza, 
who has a master’s degree in social work 
from Hunter College, does this daily. 

Gening tested at any of the nine 
ACT sics spread throughout the city is a 
muhistep procedure: One must make an 
appointment by calling the city's AIDS 
hodine at (718) 485-8111. At that time, a 
phone counselor will ckscuss the implica- 
tiorts of taking the test and schedule a 
time arxl location. Currently, the wait to 
get into the Chelsea ACT site b about a 
week. (At other sites, one can get an 
appointment the satire day.) The Chelsea 
site serves mostly gay men because of Its 
proximity to areas where large numbers 
of gays live. 


At the appointed time, the client, 
who is identified only by a number, 
meets with a counselor before blood b 
drawn. Each counselor may have a dif¬ 
ferent technique. Poza asks a series of 
questions designed to make the client 
articulate knowledge and feelings about 
the antibody test. Is this your first time 
testeeP What brings you here? What did 
you learn from the hotline? Are you 
aware that the b not a test for AIDS, but 
for antibodies to HIV? How would you 
feel If you test positive? Or negative? 
What do you feel your rbk has been? 
How do you fed alwut modifying risk 
behavior? If the dient agrees to testing, 
and most do, a nurse draws blood in an 
office set up to do so. Finally, the dient 
returns two weeks later far the resdt and 
additional counsding. The same coun¬ 
selor gives the result immediately and 
verbally, without ‘any hedging or chit 
chat about the weather,* Poza said. At 
the Chelsea site, about 90 percent of 
those tested return for their result. 
Although the antibody test can be done 


in a day, it takes about a week for the 
ACT site to get the results. The second 
week allows for a buffer if there are any 
problems, either at the lab or with the 
dieiiL *If people get resuks immecfiatcly,' 
Poza said, "it does not have the power 
that wailing two weeks has.’ While they 
ate wailing, dients with anxiety or more 
questions may return for more counsd¬ 
ing. Poza said 

Poza, who has ti^idy curled Mack 
hair and a weightlifier’s torso, gets 
exdted when discussing his work. 
Contrary lo bdrtg depressing, hb work 
allows him to help others make changes 
that may save th^ lives. “You can be a 
catalyst for people who are making 
changes,* he said. The information b 
there to help people live their lives 
longer and bMer. It's a privilege to be 
involved wUi thb* The notion that some 
HlV-posilive people react hysterically 
when told of their result b a m^ *ltcan 
be an intense reaction,* he said, *but it’s 
rxx a breakdown thing.* After a positive 
result, counseling focuses on taking

charge of the situatkm. Poza urges the 
client to find out as much about 
approaches to managemeni of HIV infec- 
tlM as possible, whether it be naodern, 
holistic or spiritual medicine. He also 
stresses the importance of safer sex and 
taking getretal good cate of oneself. Atxl 
he urges the dkni not to accept anything 
on firoe vahie. *Vne urge them not to splay 
themselves at the doctor's feet, but to 
question everything.* Although the client 
may bring a lover or friend for support, 
they cannot be in the counseling room 
when the result is given. However, they 
may join the dient immedately afterward 
and be part of the courueling session, 
Poasaid 

An issue often raised is whether the 
sexual orietaation, personal beliefs or HIV 
status of the counselor get in dw way of 
counseling. Poza said that it shouldn't, 
because the counselors tend to act neu- 
traDy and not give out this information. 

wont be judgmental about anythirtg,* 
he said. "We have a straight woman who 
can talk fisting with gay men* 

Most of the posters that cover the 
walls at the ACT site are gay-oriented 
because of the large gay dieni^ The site 
does get intraverxrus dnig users artd their 
sexual partners as well as health care 
workers worried about getting HIV from 
needle pricks. 

Of the nine ACT sites, the one in 
Chelsea has been operating longest, sittce 
Oaober 1986. The health department 
operates 15 additional sites in hospitals. 
*Wiih counselirtg, ifs rxX medical or tech¬ 
nical information that’s important,’ Poza 
said. ’It’s the repercussions. The session 
serves to weave together what we know 
about HIV afKl what the cbenfs expecta¬ 
tions are." ▼

It it with a detp tentt of lott that I 
write this. During Christnias weekend. Rich 
Anub) passed away. As a gey man growing 
up on Long Isiind. I knew of Rich for many 
years. His name always seemed to oonw up 
when the subject of gay rights or gay 
activism was mentioned. the years, he 
wrote countless articles for gay publications 
on U, and he served as the news editor for 
some of those gay publications. 

I finely met Rich through my 
association with ACT UP/LI. As 
soon as he found out that several of 
us had set up an ACT UP group on 
U. he was there. He helped us gel 
the puMidly we needed in both the 
gay and the straight media. As a 
result of my being an actMst on U, 

I got to see a lot of Rich, usualy at 
demonstrations, government hear¬ 
ings and ACT UP meetings. We 
talked about getting together 
socialiy but only found the bme to 
see one another as sctwists. When I 
knew him, Rich was living with 
AIDS. This limited his ability to 
travel on U. as wd as csusing him 
numerous hospkafijabons. 

Many times. Rich's fight for 
gay rights was a thanldess one. U 
gays are very closeted, and most 
gays did not support his fight for 
our rights. He tried organizing a 
Gay Pride Parade on LI but met 
with no gay community support. 

Based on my own expenence, he 
was probably resented by many in 
our community because of his 
fighting for our visibility and rights. 

In spite of this, he fought for years. 

He singlehsndedly set up and operated the 
LI Human Rights Project He was a true 
warrior in our fight and I will miss him for 
that as well as for his strength and support 
of my own activism. I wi also miss those 
social events, and al that could have beea 

I hope he now finds the peace that he 
did not find while he was alive. I also hope 
ttiot U one day becomes the home for gays 
and lesbians that he fought so hard for.

On Dec. 21,1990, Rich Amato died of 
AIDS-related complications. With his pass¬ 
ing goes a virtual epoch of civil rights 
activism in Suffolk County and throughout 
Long Island. In a field so uncharted and 
untried as gay and lesbian dvil liberties, few 
hove left such a dear signature as did Rich. 

In the past several years, Amato 
receivad awards from a host of progressive 
and philanthropic organizations. For his 


lobbying work on the bill to extend Suffolk 
County’s Human Rights Commission’s pro¬ 
tection to the gay community. Rich was 
honored by the Long Island Progressive 
Alliance. A year earlier, in 1988, the East 
End Gay Organization awarded him the 
annual Elaine Benson Gallery honor. And in 
1990, Rich was among the honorees at a 
Long island Association for AIDS Care ban¬ 
quet. In addition, the New York state org¬ 
anization, FAIR/PAC, presented Rich with a 
1989 media award for his impressive jour¬ 


nalism accomplishmeflts in Long Island's 
gay periodical PARIIE PLUS/Eqatl Titim: 
The News. 

And Rich's civil rights efforts trans- 
vereed several decades. As New York state 
NOW President Marilyn Fitterman said 
upon his passing; *111010 was no aspect of 
gay/lesbian/femlnist politics in which 
Amato was not flusnt.’ They had once 
served together on the New York state 
Human Rights Commission Advi¬ 
sory Board and were dose activist 
allies ever since. 

As a dose associats and per¬ 
sonal friend of Rich's, I have 
worked with him on more projects 
than could be named, from the 
aforementioned County bill to the 
Suffolk County Police Depart¬ 
ments Qti sensitivity-training pro¬ 
gram which Rich initiated some 
years ago. And when I sang (I'm a 
musician by trade) at his pre¬ 
funeral service on Sunday, Dec. 
23, the selection was, at Rich's 
request. Holly Near’s gay anthem; 
’We are a gentle, angry people, 
and we are singing, singing for 
our lives.' The HIV epidemic to 
which Rich eventually succumbed 
has certainly brought new mean¬ 
ing to that song. 

Rich was tnily a humanitarian 
and certainly one of the most 
knowledgeable people in the coun¬ 
try vts-i-vis gay politics. He is sur¬ 
vived by his brother, dim. and his 
parents. Anna and Diego Richard, 
all of whom where enormously 
supportive of his gay civil rights 
prpj^. He also leaves a drde of 
dedicated friends, both co-workers and 
politicos, and a beloved dog. Tai-TaL whom 
the family will adopt 

Rich died on the longest night of the 
year. His educational and philanthropic 
efforts to conquer the virus that UBed him 
long pre dated his diagnosis. One can 
hope that the dawn of 1991 will begin to 
di^ the ignorance and homophobia that 
has surrounded the AIDS epidemic. It 
would be Rich’s dream come hue.

Domestic Partnership: 
the NYC Debate Begins 


T he New York 
Qty domestic 
partnership bdl was 
formally introduced 
on Nov. 20, produc¬ 
ing ecstatic procla¬ 
mations from sup¬ 
porters and legal 
objections from op- 
potKnts. The Coutt- 
dl sponsors anmunoed that they would 
push for hearings on the bill this spring. 
The bill's introduction begins the formal 
debate osrr domestic partnership in New 
York Qty. It is impoitant tww lo be dear 
about what the bdl would arxl would not 
do. and why it is only a first step in 
addressing our unequal treatment. 

The bill is at otKe compreheitsive 
and limited—comprehensive in goirtg as 
fir as the dty can in legislating equality 
between domestic partners and marital 
couples, but limited because many 
itnpoitata distinctions between domestic 
partners artti marital couples arc gov¬ 
erned by state and federal bw which the 
dty has no authority to change. 

The bdl docs two things: first, it sets 
up a procedure for couples to formalize 
arxl dissolve their domestic partnerships 
in a way recognned by the city; secorxi 
it nukes unbwful cbscrimination agatrui 
domestic partnerships in all dty policies, 
practices and pro^ams. 

Fbrmaliziing a domestic paittKtship 
wiD be simple. The partners must sign a 
form in the preserxe of a notary public, 
swearng that they are domestic partners 
who live together in a commined rela- 
tion^ip arxl are joitxly respoitsible for 
the living expenses of their household. It 
is up to the partners whether they file the 
form with the city or just keep it at home, 
although they may be required to pro¬ 
duce the form if th^' warx to tidee advan¬ 
tage of their parmeiship status to obtain 
some benefits. If scxnebody who is livirtg 
in a partnership that is not formalized 
dies, the surviving partner could supply

eviderxe about the rebtionahip 10 qualify 
for bctxdks due a survivor. juR as a sur- 
vhriitg partner can prove that he or she is 
entitled to be treai^ as a bmily nxmnber 
of a deceased tenant in a rent-regubted 
apartment urxier sute housing regula¬ 
tions. If domestic partners fornalize their 
relationship, they have to take certain for¬ 
mal steps to dissolve the rebtionship. 

Orxe the bdl becomes bw, a new 
category of disetimination would be rec- 
pgnbed. In any situation where the city 
recognizes a marital relationship as the 
basb for some benefit or policy, a

domestic partner would qualify in the 
same way as a spouse. For exaniple, if a 
city hospital recognized the right of a 
spouse to be consulted on medical care 
or to visit in the intensive care unit, it 
would have to cxterxl the same rights to 
a domestic partner. Similarly, if the 
spouse of a dty employee was entitled to 
some berKfk. a dornestic potmer of a dty 
employee would be equally qualified, 
including the right to participate in 
employee group insurarKe plans. Any¬ 
body who suffered dbenmination would 
be entkled to pursue a remedy at the Qty 
Commission on Human Rights or the 
sute courts. The bill excludes city tax 
bws from its coverage arxl makes dear 
that it is not intended to change any 


rights urxier state or federal bw. 

So br. so good. But the bill does not 
(because the city cannot) create the legal 
equivalerx of marriage for lesbians arxl 
gay men. because the city’s legi^tivc 
authority is limited by the corxxpi of pre¬ 
emption. Ceruki subjects are reserved for 
determination by the sute. including 
marriage and the many legal rights and 
responsibilities flowing from marriage. 
Only the slate can legisbte to recognize 
non-mariul rebtionships for purposes 
governed by state bw, such as the datri- 
bution of a person's assets if they die 
wfehoul a wiO, the ways in which people 
can jobiily own property, rights people 
may have with regard lo the children of 
those with whom they live arxl a host of 
other legal issues. 

That is why a lortgtctm goal should 
be to achieve recognition of the domestic 
partnership concept at the sute level. 
The process has be^n with the rerx-reg- 
ubtion rules adopted in response to the 
>ily 1969 BmscM decision and widr a bill 
irxroduced at the state level by Franz 
Lexhler, but nxjch work remains to iden¬ 
tify all the stale policies arxl practices 
which would require ar^usttiverx arxl to 
persuade regublors arxl legisbiors that 
such adjustments should be made. Even 
mote w^ will be requited at the federal 
level, where many beixdits arxl entide- 
rrtents are defined in terms of spousal 
rebtionships urxier public welfare pro¬ 
grams, immigration bws arxl in many 
other contexts. 

Getting back to our city bill, the 
first argument from the opposition 
(speaking through the City Council's 
le^ division} is the claim that the coun¬ 
cil does not have authority K> go this br 
arxl enact this limXcd bill. They ootxetxi 
that the sute's domestic relatioru bw 
has totally 'occupied the field* of 
‘domestic relations,* divesting the city of 
tegisblivc authority over any domestic 
relations topic. 

Nobody can predict with total 




accuracy how the courts might react 
to that argument, but I don't think k 
has much merit. The bill does not 
give domestic partners any of the 
rights conferred on marital partners by 
state law. In legal effect, the bill only 
fbfbids discrimination by the city, not 
by private persons or businesses. 
There is nothing in k to stop a private 
employer or business from recogniz* 
ing a domestic partnership on its own, 
but the bill would not require it 

There are two testt to determine 
whether local legislation is preempted; 
(1) Does the local law petmk somethittg 
that state law forbidsf (2) Does the local 
law prohibit something that state law 
specifically authorizes? Here's an exam¬ 
ple of how this test works; The city 
passed a hw bannit>g discrimination by 
private dubs which have more than a 
certain ratmber of members aixl a bud¬ 
get above a certain amount, having 
found that they were places where busi- 
tiess activity was conducted and were 
not truly private. The dubs' association 
challenged the law's constitutionality, 
arguing, among other things, that 
because the state human rights law did 
not forbid them from discrimin a tittg, the 
cky could not do so either. New York's 
hi^iest court rejected this argument; Stale 
law did not forbid these dubs from dis¬ 
criminating, but k did not specifically 
authorize discrimination, so the cky was 
free 10 forbid k. 

Staaebwnekheriequiranorapedfkal- 
ly authorizes foe cky 10 dherirninate against 
domestic p art n er sh ^ in ks own policies 
and practices. State law provi si on s deal¬ 
ing wkh marriage are gender neutral 
(although they’ve been interpreted to 
authorize marriages only between per¬ 
sons of the opposite sex), but nothirtg in 
state law dire^ forbids the cky from 
recognizing additional forms of fomily 
status (such as dontestic partners), and 
indeed the dty has already done so in a 
variety of comexts. 

Opponents rely on state provisions 
abolis)^ ‘common law maniage,* but 
such rdianoe is mispiaced, since the bill 
would not create a status akin to com¬ 
mon law marriage (under which a man 
and woman could daim the legal status 
of spouses merely by living together 
openly as a married couple). Cfommon 
hw marriage doctrine entitled them to be 
treated as spouses urrder suite hw, but 
foe domestic partncnlup bill would have 


A serious mn-legal argument raised 
against the bill is that k would be oosdy 
at a time of fiscal stringency, but this has 
nothing to do with corutkutionality. 
When k comes to questions of social fos- 
tice, the issues should be principie rather 
than money, and the refusal of those 
who say that they ‘support foe corxxpt' 


to endorse this bill on fiscal grounds is 
dcplarable. Every advance In civil rights 
costs morrey. FiMthermore, nobody has 
urxlcttakcn the serious study that would 
determine how much it would cost. 
That's why we need heatings on this bill 
aixl the testimony of experts as part of 
its consideraiion. ▼

ber of the aiy's Board of Education. 
Impelliseri made an open attempt on 
Dec 19lobantheHetrick-Maftinlnstituie 
for Gay and Lesbian Youth and ACT UP 
from any and all dealings widi the school 
system. The sUetKe from the political 
’siablishincnt has been deafening. 

Impellizzeri is the board vice pres- 
tdem, mA, as such, she gets a car and 
driver, ofTices at the Board of Educa¬ 
tion and is allowed to live in another 
century. The members of the board are 
chosen by the borough presidents 
(each of the five borou^ presidents 
selects one) and the mayor (who 
chooses two). 

Impellizzeri, who represents 
Brooklyn Borough President Howard 
Golden, accuaed the Hetrick-Martin 
IrtstKute of ‘encouraging students to 
engage in anal intercourse artd/or facil¬ 
itating their doing so.* She also lied, 
stating that that institute's AIDS educa¬ 
tors do nothing to warn students about 
the dangers of unprotected anal sex. 

Impellizzeri is the Catholic church's 
mouthpiece on die board, and she also 
went after KCT UP for “violence and 
rowdyism* and sought to banish them 
from the schools, too.. 

This church lady's resolution to 
ban Hetrick-Martin and ACT UP from 
the school was immediately assailed by 
an exasperated <3tanoellor Joseph Fer¬ 
nandez, who had already provided evl- 
dcTKC to her that none bf her charges 
agaiitst Hetrick-Maitin were true. 

But when it came time for a vote 
on Impellizzcri's resolution, only one

representative—Ruth Messinger’s 
apix>intce, Luis Reyes of Manhattan— 
voted against her. Reyes condemned 
the resolution as *gay-bashing* and 
‘McCarthyism.* The other three mem¬ 
bers present—Queens representative 
Carol Gresser and mayoral appointees 
Gwendolyn Baker (president) and 
VFestina Matthews (at-laige)—abstained 
on thb brazenly anti-gay motion (the 
other two reps, Ninsa Segarra of the 
Brofu and Michael Petrides of Staten

Island, were abseta). 

Not surpcisiiigly. the school board is 
an appointed body with no openly les¬ 
bian or gay member. As usual, we were 
denied the right to speak for ourselves. 

After the proposal, Howard (kild- 
en was asked by his staff to issue a 
statemeitt conderiming hb appointee's 
actions. So far he has refused to do so 
and is said to be angry that staffers 
have raised the issue with him. We 
should recall that Golden went againrK 
the gay and lesbian rights bill in \97A 
when it almost passed, readirig Levitical 
condemnations of homosexuality as an 
‘abomination* before he voted. As bor¬ 
ough president, he has failed to prop¬ 
erly recognize our community, and we 
have been severely shortclunged by 
his office. Gay activists in Brooklyn feel 


that the borough president is hopeless, 
and our community suffers. 

Since Golden won't reprimand 
Impellizzeri. we'll have to do it our¬ 
selves. Call her at ai8) 955-5303 and 
teD her that we must have AIDS educa¬ 
tion and condoms in our schools. Let 
her know that she's an out-of-date 
homophobe. Say, ‘Good night, Irene.* 

It’s also important to lobby the 
Board of Education members who 
absuined (for whom the honest place 
in hell is reserved). Contact Baker at 
(718) 955-5500, Gresser at -5504 and 
Matthews at -3593. And please don’t 
forget to thank Dr. Luis O. Reyes 
(-5501) for his leadership in opposition 
to this bigotry. If you'd rather write, all 
these folks—including the chancellor, 
who should also be thanked—are at 
the Board of Education, 110 Livingston 
St., Brooklyn. NY 11201. 

Thb gay-bashing resolution was 
Impellizzeri's shot across the bow in 
her war against condoms and safer-sex 
education. She was aRempting to seit- 
satiofulize the issue and to provoke 
the gay and lesbian activist community 
into actions that could jeopardize the 
chartcellor's entire AIDS education plan 
including condom availability in the 
schools. GMHC, Hetrick-Martin. the 
Department of Health, the Minority 
Task Force on AIDS, the New York 
AIDS Coalition, ACT UP and many 
other AIDS groups have been hard at 
work for years now pushing the 
schools into a more effective role in 
preventing HIV infection anwng ado¬ 
lescents. We need to join their efforte. 
97hen you call the board members, 
lobby them on behalf of the AIDS edu¬ 
cation plan. 

The hearing on the plan will be 
held on Jan. 16 at 110 Livingston St. in 
Brooklyn. The cast of characters will 
be reminiscent of those present for 
the Gty Courtcil hearings on the gay 
and te^bn rights bill. The right-wirtg 
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fundamentalist zanies who opposed 
us on civil rights have now turned 
their attention to fighting safer>scx 
education and condoms. This cast 
includes Queens congress member 
and county leader Tom Manton artd 
Suien Island Council President Guy 
Molirtari. Bo<h are right-io-lifers. 

This, of course, is much more 
than a gay and lesbian battle. But we 
should be at the hearings, especially 
those of us who are parents, students, 
teachers, AIDS educators and activists. 
ACT UP will be demonstrating out 
froru. If you're not planning to testify, I 
suggest you K)in them. All of us have a 
stake in the future of gay and lesbian 
youth. Ar>d as a group that has dealt 
with AIDS so heroically and sandy, we 
have a lot to teach the rest of the city 
about containing the crisis. 

Howard Golden must demand 
Impellizzeri's resignation from the 
board. She must no longer represent 
the people of Brooklyn. Golden must 
sun representing Brooklyn’s lesbians 
and gay men. He cannot ignore the 
goings-on of his appointee because his 
sileiKe equals death. Ufc must ciematKi 
that he take actions. 

• Longtime peace-activist Trudy 
Mason appears to be a viable candidate 
for the Assembly seat just won by 
Republican John Ravitz. Jason b well 
known aroutxl town for her peace activ¬ 
ities. and she haib from the Lexington 
Demociaiic Oub. The way the Republi¬ 
cans are going, we need the loud voices 
of peace activists in all houses of gov- 
cmrrrcnt. Masext should benefit in the 
gender gap that gives an edge to 
women candidates in Manhattaa \Ihile 
that worked against us when it gave the 
Ibiless Carol Greiizer her edge over gay 
aaivist Tom Duane in 1989, here it 
would be doing society a service. 

• In Harlem, Tony SperKcr, who 
serves on the governor's Advisory 
Committee for Black Affairs, b consid¬ 
ering a race for the anticipated new 
Harlem City Council seat. Spencer 
serves the governor and hb communi¬ 
ty well and shows that a constitueiKy 
office can really be effeaive if the 
people in it arc effective. Spencer did 
much work on the Jesse J^kson and 
David Dinkins campaigns and sup- 
poned and contributed to Deborah 
Click in her Assembly bid. Spencer 
has been a forceful advocate for our 
community in tiuny different areras. 
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Also considering running are District 
Leader Peggy Shephard and David 
Givens, chair of Comnunity Board 11. 

• Christopher Park at Sheridan 
Square will finally be getting George 
Segal’s sculpture Gay Liberation. The 
sculpture should have been put there 
years ago, but in order to have had the 
sculpture placed in the park, former 
Parks Commissioner Heruy Stem had 
to be placed elsewhere. We won the 
fight to have the sculpture in the park 
during Stern's tenure, but Stern 
wouldn’t budge on his opposition. 
Remember Henry Stem? He was parks 
commissioner when Parks Dep ar t m e n t 
employee Katherme Herzog sued the 
city for anti-lesbian bias. Stern’s 
response and performance in the mat¬ 
ter were a disgrace. Now Stem is presi¬ 
dent of Citizens Unioti, a group which 
has a history of denying pre f ererKC rat¬ 
ings to lesbian and gay candidates. So 
homophobia vacated the Parks Depart- 
mertt and found a home with Citizens 
Union. Betsy Gotbaum, current com¬ 
missioner of the New York City Parks 
Department, is to be commended for 
bringing the sculpture to its rightful 
home.

Now, weighdifting competes for time 
with work on his new ikaoI. Roy, a dear pal with boyish good 
looks and a frame of respectable dimensions, coaxes friends 
weekly to fod the progress of his Megafitncss Gym bkeps.

'People get their sdf-worth from the anentions of others,* 
he explairs, *atKl they thrive on k. Finding exit that they're 
HlV-poskive has not had the effect of rc-evaluating the way 
they get their sdf-worth. Instead. It has made them frenzied 
about getting as much attention aid sdf-worth as they can in a 
short time. And it freaks them out absolutely to ^ink that 
they're going to lose that one diirtg tlot gives them sdf-worth.* 

Phil (not his real name) says that he was *a sexual nonen¬ 
tity* In high school. Then he began workiitg out, obsessivdy. 
He sculpted his Ihirt, short frame into a tight, highly dcTm^ 
machine. Now he coruiders himsdf a sex symbol. So do oth¬ 
ers. He makes extra money dancirtg in his scaniies at an East 
vaiagc dub. He is ambivalnit when it comes to ulking about 
bexly image. Gyrating on top of the bar, Phil obviously basks 
in the adulation. *It's not entirdy unpleasant.* he admits. *1 
doni mind being objectified, to some degree. As a man. I fed 
it's liberating—striking a blow for gcrxlcr equality—to be pure¬ 
ly a piece of meat* 

■Of course. I expect to be appreciated for more than that,* 
he adds quickly. Tm not interested in someone who's inca¬ 
pable of apprcciatirtg my other cjualities.' 

Phil ^its his time between East aid West Coast life. His 
idationships are numerous, their duration brief. Phil finds him¬ 
sdf the victim as well as the champkxi of his crusade for phys¬ 
ical beauty. "Our predilection for musded bodies cotixs obvi¬ 
ously from society's emphasis on physical perfectkxi,* he says. 
*1t should be gonen beyoed rather cjuickly. because it cids up 



how the queer community trims the fat 


status. Likewise for extiemdy thin folk. We are a community 
that has given ks approval to a culture of body fascism. 

The impact of this issue can be measured vividly; Never 
before in researching an aitide have I been told so often to 
use aliases or to accept sutements off the record, and been 
simply denied an interview. Body fat is serious business. 

a Tuesday night at the Tunnd Bar, an East Village 
hangout for neighborhood aitists, activists, old 
dorses and new. The Christinas decoratiom still 
twinkle and Mink, vyipg for attention with the pom films on 
the television. Jim, a tail, dark-haired man of 25. is talking 
body image with a couple of frieids. Lice Jim, these guys have 
little to worry abexiL They are belter than average-looking, and 
the bexly definition bctK^ their T-shits is apparent, 
j Jim (an alias), the son of an international diplomat, has 

I lived arourd the world. He insists that appearance is an 
. oppressive fiiaor in the American gay community.-Europe has 
I no parallel. He chalks it up to a masculinity-stiudard foisted 
upon us by strains—aid readily accepted. 

{ In a queer community where self-esteem ^ 
comes frexn arxxher’s adulation of you, he 


just aping that superficialiiy. At a point, it isn't liberaiing, ard it 
leads to rotten objectification aid rwt-niccness.* 

What of lesbians? Do they fare bener? Legerd says yes. 
The traditional vignette has portrayed lesbians In love, their 
mickles cxpanckng effortlcssty. Deb Brown (her real name) is 
a 28-year-old lesbian. She lives in Copiague. U. where a differ¬ 
ent breed of lesbian dwells. Brown them *mall girb* and 
identifies diem by big hair aid slacks. 

Brown works in the state health depoitmera's AIDS epi¬ 
demiology program. At night, she's a waitress. Between the 
two jobs, tfiCTe b litdc time for eating. Akhcxigh she considers 
herself ‘fairiy big.* the two jobs keeps her weight steady. 
Brown has battled weight gain for several years, but she scoffs 
at the fat dyke steretxypc; The myth of Eat lesbians began 
because heterosexuab needed an excuse for why women 
wanted to be with women.* She claims to see more compas¬ 
sion in the women's community far overweight people. 

A longterm relationship was unravding three years ago 
when Brown decided to join Weight Watchers. She had 
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ballooned in (he time spent dating another woman. *You 
know the old saying: Get in a relationship, get fit and happy.* 
It was the only program she found effertive; wihin 45 <i^, 
she shed 25 pounds. On her own, she lost 25 more. 

Her succinct appraisal trf the body-image obsesskxi? "A 
lot of people are just way too superficial. It's existed before, 
and it will continue.* 

Siobhan (not her real name) is a 33-ycar-old lesbian living 
in Manhattan. Ha 165 pounds cova a fivc-foot-seven-inch 
frame. She has been in a relationship for eight years with 
anotha woman, but she is vubterable to the same sundard as 
single lesbians, and women in gerteral. 

*This culture treats fat as a iixrial issue, which is com¬ 
pletely out of place. Le^rians don't take the sanne moralizing 
aird punitive position as those in the general culture. Gay men 
do—I think it may have to do with being men.* 

She feels that the lesbian world claims a different party line 
on body-fat policy. *I‘ve not found a lot of disertainatioo 
against fat wiA lesbians. Women are a lot more willing to cm- 
look physical spedfks in the search for an ideal personality.* 

In the post year, Siobhan has bou^ the same pair of pants 
in three sizes. Ha lova doesnt care. Neitha does she. Quite a 
switch from ha last relationship, which lasted six years. The 
woman was anorexic. She was also sadistic. If Siobhan's 
weight rose above a certain level, ha lova would refuse to 
sleep with ha. Eventually. Siobhan followed suit Afra a trau¬ 
matizing move to New York from Washington, DC, com¬ 


ing loudly ova David Bowie's 'Rebel, Rebel,* Ovidta deacribes 
the sedate, somewhat-dosaed quea bar scene of ha native 
dty. She doesn't fed that lesbians dress up for one anod^. 
She is vague about the existence of body fascism in the dubs. 

Ha pre f erence, when pressed, is 'Vdl-toned people, but 
not muscular.* I ask ha what ha feding is when she sees an 
overweight lesbian? *She'8 probably a nice person,* Ovidia 
giggles. Would she be attracted to her? She stops, ha eyes 
narrowing. How overwdgitfr She expresses an interest in 
(he bartonda downstairs, who is not drin but not fat *She's 
heavy. Heavy is nice. Then I donT fed bad. I think bigga 
than me is good.* 

Has Ovidia eva himed down a woman because she Is 
overweight? *Only because she was short If she were weighed 
die same and talter, she wouldn't be overweight, would shd* 
Sharir^ a table with Ovidia are ha friends. Bill and Leah, 
both from Iowa City. Bill is a timid, rosy-cheeked, man-boy 
with glasses and unruly brown hak. He is dressed in a sweata, 
shirt and slacks. Bill admte that he feels oppr ess ed by ‘gay cul¬ 
ture* standards: *1 fed a linie bk inad eq ua te about (he appear¬ 
ance of my body, but I’m too lazy to do anything about it* 

For some, the societal standards of quea body image are 
a constant reminda of inadequacy. Siobhan recognizes a life- 
kwtg struggle with the time-horxxed ideal. 

•When I canT find clothes (hat fit, that's oppression,* she 
says. *When 1 listen to fu jokes, that's oppress i on. When peo¬ 
ple ask me why I cant dfet. that’s oppression.*

pounded by frunily crises, Siobhan became neurotic about eat¬ 
ing. Ha appetite faded out She took to picking through the 
refrigerator, throwing out uneaten ftxxl because rfie was con¬ 
vinced it had spoiled She stopped short of seekirtg profession¬ 
al oounsdirtg and forced herself to overcome anxiety arid eat. 

f riday night at Crazy Nanny's, a lesbian bar in the Wnt 
Village. On the video screen, David Lee Roth is ogling 
a flea of bodybuilda women. Few patrons are 
watching; they’re more corwemed with making sntaU 
talk. The managa, a strong-featured dark-haired woman in a 
pullova, is guarding the dexx for uncler-2ls aixl heteio nten 
who are merely shopping for kkks. Both leveb of the bar are 
filled comfortably with a variety of women. Some ate the ‘trail 
girls* of Deb Brown's part of the woods. Others are lipstick les¬ 
bians in fashionable evening attire. Some of the women are 
overweight. Others are rxX. 

Ovidia, 29. is a thin, nicely dressed woman with a sharp 
but pleasant English accent. She comes from Singapore. Speak- 


FOr others predisposed to obesity, living in the quea 
community means a tortured existerxe. Consida Ron, 27, who 
asked (hat an alias be used He is a gende-eyed browtvhaired 
man with expressive hands. At an attractive weight of 160 
pouTKk, Ron seems at ease with his tall bexly. But there ate 
ermtional scars. At one point, he carried an extra 70 poemds. 

His family background to an ermtiona] minefield all issues 
cxxKemed wifo weight Ron was raised in a Jewish rnkJcDe-dass 
family near Los Angeles. The only problem was, his parents 
want^ to be slim WASPs instead and were unable to cope wkh 
the reality of the situation: His fatha weighed 350 pounds; his 
motha was bulimic; The obsession with image moitaenarKe 
took its toll. Rext became a bolleted child He began ov ereati ng 
to cope with his ptobicrm. Naturally, they worserved 

*1 had a choke-. I could citha hurt otha people, which is 
what my parents did,* he recalls, “Or I could hurt myself. Attd 
I did. 1 ale compulsively and got fat.* 

As a fat young aduk, Ron even attempted suicide. Thera¬ 
py was neecM in tarxiem with a dfet plan. Slowly, die sup- 
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pressed fediogs came to the sur^KC. A maior profalein was 
Ron’s inability to accept his homosexuality. Since he was not 
attracted to women, he gained weight to keep them away. 

e xperts in the field of eatiitg disorders recognize 
the plight of homosexuals. Dr. Ellen Shor- 
Haimoff is a dinical psychologist practicing in 
Gramercy Park, a fashionable area of Manhattan's East Side. 
Her associate is Regina Hausler, PhD, a licensed psydwlogist. 

Both women have counsded people with bulimia and 
anorexia for several years. In fact, bock in 1978, a weekerxl 
workshop they held for bulimic Icmales attracted many les¬ 
bians. The workshop was so successful dtat k ran for two years. 

"If you have mixed fedirigs about your hcxnosexuality, 
and you have the extra burden of an eating disorder, your 
sdf-esteem is really going to suffer," Shor-Haimoff says. "If 
you hide who you are, you’re really going to hurt yourself." 

Amortg th^ dietas, Shor-Haimoff and Hausler have seen 
many gay men. These men were wrestlers, bodybuilders, 
danens and models. They were in the business of body and 
definition, where thdr bodies were their business They were 
living under the constant pressure of maintaining perfection, 
lest they lose their job. S*ya Shor-Hamloff, They suffered 
from the same tight restrictions that society usually puts on 
women insofar as kxjks [ate cotKemedJ." 

Hausler says that there is no essential difference between 
eating diosorders for heterosexuals and homosexuab: They 
both have something they keep as a secret They cant get to 
thb secret that they consider so terrible, so they introduce an 
eating disorder as a way to avoid dealirtg wkh the problem." 

Dr. Steven levenkion, a psydxxherapbt pracficing on die 
Upper East Side of Manhattan, b the author of several books on 
the subject of eating disorders, inducting The Bea Uttk Gfri tn 
the VMd Karen Carpenter came lo him to be treated for her 
anorexia. Levenkron says that he has observed eating dborders 


in gays and lesbians. 
Anorexic males are often 
gay, he adds. Yet the pat¬ 
terns and character structure 
are the same for gays and 
lesbians as they are foi het- 
erosexuab. The pressures 
of sexual identity fadUtaie 
die eating dboeder. 

"One presBuie I infer 
b the lack of long-term 
unions, the fear to tell 
folks," he says. There b a 
sense of being separate 
ftom one’s fomily. There's 
a greater tendency to 
obsessionality because 
they have always fell dif¬ 
fer^ They have » com¬ 
pensate for ad those years 
of perceived separateness." 

Losing weight ukes 
ks emotional toll. Person¬ 
al revelations flocxl in as 
the weight—the only bar¬ 
rier between the indivkhial and reality—b shed. Ron fourxl 
powder diets to be mo« effective, and he boug^ every fad 
prcjduct from Dick Gregexy's Bahamian Diet to SlIinFasi. 
Over-the-counter drugs like Dexatrim did not work. A shext 
stint widi bulimia came in desperatiext. 

As the weight came off. Ron began to realize dire fears of 
iniimacy. Now that he was phyakally attractive K> many more 
men, he was scared to death of their advances. He was also 
artgty wkh hb newfound admirers; 1 resent people who are 
attracted to me. I still want to be loved for the way I was. I 
fed I’m bluffing people." 

The sensitivity of a shunned person remains with him 
Rcxi feeb great compassion for other overweight people; 1 
still identify with the underdog. I still have a fat person’s 
petsonalky." 

Patrick Giles, 33. works at Gay Men’s Health Crisb and 
b an aaivbt with Queer Nation. These qualities are rmt 
immediately apparent. What b apparent to everyone who 
meets him b that Patrick b very large. In fact, he weighs 
more than 300 pouixb. 

Giles will not mince wonb about hb oonddon. Nor wdl he 
apologize for k. He has already distittgubhed himself in the 
pages of OiaVMi wkh an attkJe about big men in gay society. 
Or rather, their status as outcasts looking kt "Weight bigotry b 
present in society," he says, twt k b intens i fied in queer society." 

Giles has seen both sides of the experience. An anorexic 
child, he became a fat teenager. Then the native Brooklynke 
slimmed down at the age of 16, "when I realized I wasn’t 
going to have much chaiKe as a queer unless I looked a kx 
better than I did." The 190 pounds fit nkdy on hb aix-foot- 
three-inch frame. He hk the bars in triumph. 1 was totally 
lionized for about three years. I was a youth in heat on the 
piers and at the Ninth Orde." > 

As an aduh, Giles began putting on the wdght again, 
and hb appeal dropped as the scales lipped. At the time. 
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be suffered dipped venebrate, and a doctor ordered him to 
join a gym. Gila was walking a half-mile each day on the track 
at the local Y. After he lost % pounds, he observed the same 
phenomenon: Suddenly, he was getting compliments ttgain. 

While big men have their admirers (called by the dubious 
term 'chubby-chasers*), OSes ideixifies bigotry in their prefer¬ 
ences, as well. At a meeting of Girth A Mirth of New York, 
Giles was asked home by an admirer. The neat morning, the 
man admitied that he was disappointed by the sex. He expect¬ 
ed Giles to behave passively, not aggressively. *1 really dont 
lice the way we did it,* he said to Gies. 'You have sex like a 
thin nun.* 

Ernie iiatff b a mem¬ 
ber of Girth A Mirth of New 
York, a group founded in 
1978 for heavy men and 
their admirers. Its male-only 
pciicy has never been chal¬ 
lenged. Harff agrees with 
Giles that big men suffer 
most at the IuukIs of their 
own queer brothers and sis¬ 
ters; 'The discrimifttticx) b 
evident. Before we point 
the finger at anyone else 
who has prejudices against 
us, we haw to put our own 
house in order.* 

Girth A Mirth does not 
preach about weight loss. 

Its purpose b to provide a 
positive environment for 
people who are shunned 
elsewhere. The approach 
has its merits, Harff says. 

Many times a person has 


come to Girth A Mirth 
obese and pcxxly groomed 
After a few nxinths of intcr- 
acting with those who 
accept him, he begins to 
lose some weight and pays 
more attention to dress. 
But Harff b <|uick to men¬ 
tion that losing weight b 
not the only virtue: *Not 
everyone in thb world b 
meant to be skinny.' 

While Girth A Mirth 
allows its members to be 
who they are, Overeaters 
AnonycTKius starts with the 
premise that ovcrcalittg b a 
disease, and that you must 
o v ercome ft. The approach 
is based on the 12-step 
model from Alcoholics 
Anonymous, and can be 
very strict. Siix* confiden¬ 
tiality b the comerstofte of 
the p rogr a m, the source of thb information requested aiwnymfty. 

He says that Overeaters Anonymous people bring their 
own fedkigs of sdf-loathiitg into the program, to the point 
that they dbeourage other members. It b necessary to work 
with a sponsor on a personal ftxxl plan. However, he says, 
some people reftise assbtance unless you give up ceruin 
fboeb. Others commit you to exercise. My source lost 30 
pounds in a month and was taken to a victory dinner by other 
members. Incredibly, they told him that he wasnT going to 
feel bener, despite the weight loss. Moreover, he would prob¬ 
ably haw hanging flaps of skin. 'They just demoibhed my 
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hopes,' he sates. He be¬ 
came so depressed that he 
gained 55 pounds. 

Sunday afternoon at 
the Athletic Complex, a 
huge fitness center on Park 
Avenue at Xlh St. Despite 
the law, rainy day, men and 
women are jockeying for 
the exercise cydes and stair 
machines, hoping to ab¬ 
solve themselves for the 
excesses of Saturday night 
According to orte employ¬ 
ee's estimations, the dien- 
ide here is 65 percent gay. 

f Overweight people come 
here, and they f*ced nwre 
B help with exercises. They 

J want to lean up, lose 

J weight. They're not so inter¬ 
ested In muscle.* Other 
patrons are kind to them. 

Alan, 27, is a recent 
arrival from Brunswick, Caioda. His fiacc is boyish and 
SfMcgd-catalog handsome. He has a husky but solid frame and 
an eager face. Alan resembles a chubby man in transUon. His 
goob are simple: to have a great body by summer. He started 
the mission a year ago. His incemivd Goirtg to dubs like Pri¬ 
vate Eyes aitd the Men's Room, where boy-beauty proUferates. 
Ask him if he’s pumping up to impress the Adonises, 


really into looks so much. If I’m aOiacted to somebody, they 
don’t necessarily have to have a great body.' He goes back 
to the exercise cyde. 

And so does cveryorte dse. 

Don't look for an upheaval in body-image trends. The 
new queer generation promises to uphold the same values as 
their predecessors. AtkI we're not dismissing them as empty-

and Alan will idl you, *I'm doing it for me, basically.* He 
does this for himself six days per week. He even quit smok¬ 
ing and drinking. Talk shifu to his lover, whom Alan 
describes as toaUy out of shape.* ffis lover feds irtsecure 
that Alan b suddenly into bodybuilding. Alan laughs and 
adds that he doeanT try to make him feel less insecure. At 
dubs, he dances while hb lover sits aixl drinks. He thinks 
and offers thb bk of iittrospection; 'Basically, we don't have 
a whole kx in common.* 

A year after he began hb new regimen, Alan b gening 
come-hithcr looks from the same guys who snubbed hb 
weightier frame. But he feeb no resentment. *1 just laugh 
because they don’t recognize me.* The first thing people ask 
when they meet him b, 'Where do you work out>* 

When quizzed about body types, Alan balks, 'I’m not 


headed non-political queers, eidier. Just drop into a meetirtg 
of ACT UP/W. Body fucbm goes hand-itvhand with AIDS 
activism, as weO. 

In a perfect world, how would the overweight fare? 
Patrick Giles had a taste of that latxasy last summer during 
Gay and Lesbian Pride Day. He was on the pier for the artnu- 
al dance. It was nearing dusk. As the energy healed up, die 
deejay pbyed the Pointer Sbters' 'Jump.* Giles peeled off hb 
shin arid began to dance wildly. Soon, those closest were 
laugbitig at the mountain of flesh gyrating in their faces, until 
they noticed the grace and cxcitemctx of hb dancing. The 
jeering gave way to whoops of apphuse, as OSes spun and 
writhed to the music in the senkig sun on the Hudson. 

*rd like that to happen more often,* he «ys, hb voice 
dreamy with recollection. *It was a nice moment.*▼

B rad rays that there are two things that set 
htm apart ftotn the other guys at work. 

For one, he hasn't slept wkh many of his feflow 
employees. For another, he hasnt made k wkh 
a kii of paasettgers. 

Br^ M. Is a flight attetKiani. 

After 11 years of service for a Midwest- 
based airiinc, Brad has seniaiity status He's also 
seen and heard it all. 'Every gay man has a 
(Iight-attet>dani story,' he says, rubbing his 
shott-cropped bkmd hak. Like the passionate 
night that guys spetxi with an aticndarM who 
promises to return on the next flight but 
disappears into thin air. Or the infatuated 
diutnp who discovers that his beauon-the-go 
is servicing patamoun in several other cities. 

Tales of airborne romance and crash 
landings fill several volumes. And queer flight attendants 
abound. Brad estimaies that 70 percent of nale flight atterKlants 
in the iixkistiy arc gay. 

'Bobby' is 55 but easily rese m ble s a twinkie ten yean his 
junior. He was night-schooling for a masters in ecorwmics in 
Virginia when a ftiend oonvinoed him to apply for a flight-aDaxbnt 
job. It seemed more endcing than his dafly grind as a bank teller. 
Thirteen years laser, he's still with the same airline as Brad. 

Bobby also copes with the stereotype of the flighty 
aoendarx, having be« put to the test orte time when he dyed 
his brown hair plafinum blond. 'People began speaking very 
slowly to me, and they asked me fewer questioos. I was accused 
of havkig one brain o^.' 

If youVe open to TV commercials for flight school, the life 
of a flight anetKiaru probably means a world of fascinating 
people and gtarrtorous travel to foreign cities. More likely, k 
meatu last-minute flights, sleep where you can get k arxl an 
eternally disrupted Ike. Some men wckxime k. Brad says dial a 
Ike in the fnaidly skies is the ideal escape for the adamantly 
unfettered. 'IVe seen a loi of flight anendvas use the job to run 
from life in general and from reiabonships specifically. When the 
going gets tough, it's like, 'Gosh, IVc got a flight to catch." 

Rdadonships ate posskile, but k requires saintly patience on 
both sidesc Bobby says. 'The person h» to accept that nomul 
Ike for you a leaving town every week.* After the first five years 
in the douds, Bobby realized that his career was the reason for a 
string of ftuled rdatkxahips. One foial attraction took to checking 
up on him by leiephonittg hotels in destination dties. Bobby had 
enough. From then on. he decided that if a beau groused, he got 
dumped 'Ybu have to be wkh .someone confident enough that 
they wonT think you're fuckkig on layover,' 

For those living the erratic Ike^e, camaraderie b strong. 
And the queer fly-guys bond, predictably, with the suaight female 


flight attendants, a maner which irks die pdois 
10 no end Most of the pdots are suaighf. Brad 
and Bobby agree that most of them also ate 
homophobic. The female .bcwaidesses would 
rather go out to dinner with us than go out 
wkh die pilots and get hk on,* Bobby says, 'k's 
dkficuk 10 deal wkh die cockpk.' 

Since AIDS, the rift has grown. Brad 
recalls that one pilol suggested to the home 
ckfke that all flight attendants be forced to take 
the HfV test. A pilot fci Bobby's cirdc asked 
that male flight anendanis not serve meals to 
the cockpk. In both cases, the proposals were 
r^ected by more levelheaded higher-ups. 

There are occasiorul surprises. On one 
flight, Bobby had caught a pilot's eye. The 
officer quizzed others about the boyish 
anendam. The pair met over a raucous dinner wkh die rest of die 
crew and later returned to the hotel to lend new meaning to die 
term 'hyover.* The next day, a female fli^ attendant told Bobby 
that she knew the pilot from her hometown. He lived down the 
street from her, wkh hb wife and two kkk Bobby was urmiflled. 
'He must have done dib before,* he recalled. “He was good’ 
Oubing at SOtOOO feet requires dboctian, Bobby says. When 
recognition passes between a queer passenger and a flight 
a nendata. t*ssomednie s diflkultfardicmiPwarmuptoyou.They 
don't want k to lock obvkxis dial you're paying more attention to 
than than die others,' Bobby usually inviKs the pasenger to chat 
in die galley or in the back of the akciaft. If die chembery b right, 
plans are made for a rendezvous bock on terra firmo. Milehngh 
cnoouniers are poasUe, but not wbe. 1 have no intention of risking 
my job far some dumb trkk in the bathroom,'soys Brad 

But occasionally, flight-boys arrange for midair trysts. On 
overseas jaunts, they are allowed a twohour break and repair to 
the flight-aitcndam bunk. 'At least you can get a Wowjob,* 
Bobby offers, although he usually would welcome the 
oportunky to catch up on sleep. Chances are that he and hb 
fl^-onendant pob were out U 6 am that morning at one of 
New York's queer nightspots. 

The past mondi. Bobby has been workittg flights to Saudi

EisitK>r Is a- 
bustlc. and the constant activity becomes 
a character of iu own. Everyone Is 
always checking behind doors before 
speaking Rowdy King Oaudius has a 
goblet perpetually in hand. Zeffirelli’s 
largely deft literate tinkering with the 
script even smooths out a couple of Mr. 
Will's clunkers. Claudius’ opening 
address to the Danish court, for exam¬ 
ple, broken up itHo swiftly successive 
scenes in different parts of the castle, has 
never played better 

But the straightforwardness 
claims a sacrifice; The lateral work- 
irtgs of Hamlet's mind Gibson's is a 
Hamlet incapable of procrastination.

*To be or not to be,* in fact, most of the 
dcgiac speeches are gone. (The big line 
itself, ironically, is Gibson's best, roost 
original moment) The few arias that are 
retained give up the ghost; they're the 


only times Zeffirelli cuts away from his 
star. The paradoxical result is a Hamlet 
svho seem s rteutializcd by his rmchtsmo. 

There arc compensations. The Gib¬ 
son aspea of Hamlet pbys well (them 
musings can go on) and looks great He 
gets no competition in the eligible- 
young-man department Horatio and 
Laertes are virtJtally identical, as rangy as 
Gibson is chiseied, and the other Danish 
boys are nowhere near the hunks that 
were the teams of Capulet arsd Mon¬ 
tague. The character divisian is heaven. 
Heieru Bonham-Caiter's Ophelia has a 


voice as deep as Hamlet's. Bates as 
CHaudius and Ian Holm as Polonius, 
when ZefIkreDi lets them, are shrewd, 
understated and chiliirtg Paul ScofiekTs 
single scene as the Ghost rocks the casdc 
turrets. The downbeat is up Close. Miss 
Thing dips into those Shapespearcan syl¬ 
lables with drunken-sailor gusto. TTw 
only American in the cm has the moat 
ovctprorwunccd ‘‘a’'s: Her willow grows 
‘a-sl-a-ahnl* that brook. You get a 
first—a Genrude loo hollow to fight 
over.

Some people's lives are just one big. 
bod play. But it ukes gifted artists to 
make an crootioRal, inventive and enter¬ 
taining work out of tbdr own personal 
nightmares. Stephanie Skuta. Ana Marta 
Simo and Jamie Leo have successfully 
collaborated on a rich rendition of the 
glossy, ghoulish grolcsqucne of insular 
upward-mobility that has come to be 
■mown as suburban life in the early '60s. 
Based on Skura's actual family, Skno's 
accompliahed script, typically morbid in 
its precision, outlines a brief family 
drama rife with betrayal, bulimia and 
bbexualiiy—the essential componems of 
nudear fttmlly life. 

Mrs. Binder (Saskia Noordhock 
Hcgt) lives in a storybook world until 
she discovers her cye-suigeon hudnnd 
(Eric Diamond) having sex with his 
nurse. After brutalizing her own mother 
(Karl Anderson) artd eiigaging in a num¬ 
ber of exquisitely wrinen and rendered, 
pathetic attempts at wirming bock his 
aticntian, she takes to her bed with hys¬ 
terical biindticss. Thdr daughter, Lynene 
(Jennifer Green), responds by gorg¬ 
ing on food and then vomiting it imo 
the brand-new kitchen sink. Lyneac is 
further confused by a consuni flirt 
between her nerdy. sexy sex-partner 
Judy (Barrie RafTel) and the dean-cut 
boy next-door .

poinu by their Cuban maid. Maria 
(Karen Langevin). 

Hegt is a marvelous, broad per- 
fonner with a long history in avant- 
garde theater. Her mother is a Medea of 
Middletown. Able to play for both 
laughs and guts, her story keeps the 
heart of the piece intact. aUowing for 
Skura’s constant inventive 
variations. Jennifer Green 
and Eric Diamond are both 
attractive per f onneta, able to 
expr ess humor and a certain 
suburban blankness without 


any duplicitous strain. 

Skura’s direction b Just wonderful 
from beginning to end. making dear by 
comport the inferioriiy of most new- 
fotm directors VtViiefs wontiitg to work 
in per fo rmance art often have to choose 
between dunky kitchen-sink theatrical 
blocking or staging so diffuse as to 
obscure the emotion of the work. Aixl 
Simo's script b delicate cnouj^ to have 
been easily susceptible to either. But, 
instead of nussocrirtg the script, Skuia 
inflates H. tricks k. ornaments and vio¬ 
lates it. Using her trademark brand of 


signal code on mercury movement style, 
she choreographs ihe spoken text so 
that every scene is differently suged, 
but the emotional content is highlight¬ 
ed by the differertces. Skura pots the 
diaracters through inappropriaie emo¬ 
tions. Busby Berkley chorus dance-bits, 
a marvelous trio for Lynene and her 
two lovers on the family couch and 
occasional taped bios of the performers 
in-between sets. AtkI throughout, the 
lighting (by Mary Louise Geiger) is 
intentionally too dark, the costumes (by 
Liz Prince) are falling off, and the 
sound (by Aural Rxation) Is consundy 
missing cues. 


While the script and characteriza¬ 
tions focus on the pathology of subur¬ 
ban reality, the dtunken cinematic ele- 
ment of the suburban fantasy is 
beautifully in^led by Jamie Leo’s 
whimsical arid thoughthil set design. 
Cotistiucted by Leo artd his assistant, 
Kathryn Thomas, the sets are a card¬ 
board, ghosdike reptesetttation of the 
Uft nugazine iituges of America that 
Simo grew up with in Cuba. Down to 
the cardboard Coke foam that appears 
when cardboard ice cubes arc add«l to 
cardboard glasses. Leo’s work is excel¬ 
lent arxl deservittg of acdairiL 

I am a longdme promoter of Ana 


Skno’s work, and this is a characteristi¬ 
cally excelleni script My only concern 
about The Bad Piay has to do with the 
maid. Maria, who has the least-revealed 
emotiotui life. We never really know 
what she thinks of herself arxl the world 
into which she has been plunged. Skno 
avoids all opportunities to allow Maria 
to delve into her own variation on sub¬ 
urban fantasy. Wkh the exception of a 
beautifully written, tertder moment at 
the beginning of the piay when she tries 
to explain a washing machine in a letter 
to her sisier bock home. Maria remaitB 
as opaque to the audience as she b to 
the Bin^ famdy.T

Imagine it’s 1990...and you’re 
strai^. You are musicians overflowing 
with opinions about injustice and 
inequality. Your values are high, but so 
b the ethical price of spreading your 
message. Once you sign a recording 
contract, how do you handle the con¬ 
tradictions? 

For hints on resoivirtg that dOemma. 
consult the San FVancbco ttk> called Con¬ 
solidated, a band producing music noost 
readily described as a manifesto you can 
datKe to. Though a serious rap influetKe 
I pervades most trades on Th« Mylb of 
I ffocii—Consolidated’s second LP—the 

c barxl's synthwork and percussion owe 

£ heavy debts to the industrial getue. 
§ Meter, thyme atKl tempo are ancillary 
^ considerations in the output of vocalist 


Adam Sherburne, who favors wordy 
political diatribes recited at a measured 
pace. Consolidated's sourrd b like mega- 
waB dub poetry, and it works. 

You can—and should—dbmee to it. 
but for best results do so with your mind 
in gear. Youl find no pussyfontirtg alle¬ 
gories in Gxisolidaied's music, no ladies 
first" or "fight the power" evasions. 
When Co n solidate d confronts sexism or 
racism, you know it—and they ruurte 
names. Even the song titles, like "Stop 
the War Against the Black Community." 
don’t beat around the bush. 

In ks endeavor to "advocate a new 
responsibility," the group operatts at a 
ht^t-cukutal bandwidth. Its message b 
about reappraisal, urging everyone 
(whito men in particular) to reconsider 
how they deal with others at all levels. 



Myth? 


Song after song itemizes, in a strangely 
enjoyable fashion, the mukipie oppres¬ 
sions inflicted by the white American 
male, with sexism arxl racbm leadittg the 
Ibt. One track on the album even sug¬ 
gests Cbnsolidated's dbdain for species- 
ism and animal exploitation. 

So where are (he queers in all thb? 

On the cuiting-room floor, as it turns 
out, bu not for lack of trying. Sherburne 
b quick to say that one overtly anti- 
hormphobic song didn't make it onto 
The (f Rock because it was "weak 

tiaisically." The bartd expects to moke up 
for it on is fcxthcoming release. "Well 
say right here that the whole concept of 
the next album will be a unity of oppres¬ 
sions," Sherburne explains, admittittg that 
"the coiKepl of oppression b one that 
has become dearer to us from having 
conspicuously cxtiined a few groups." 

Sherburne hopes that thb kitchen- 
sink approach wfll speak to some hard- 
tcMeach homophobes. "If you’re some 
white guy, some frat guy," Sherburne 
says with anger, "who thinks, Tm not 
raebt, and hey, I want to put thb down,’ 
but then it’s s^ cool for me to be homo- 
phobic or to mbtreat my girlfriend cr my 
female acquarntarKcs, tfwti what we’re 
tryirtg to tie in." 

Big plans. But Cortsolidated has no 
iUuskxis about its actual ability to sway 
people. Sherburne chinks chat musiciana 
have inherent limits in getting a point 
across. "In the pop medium, how much

more could wc hope to impaa^ Sher¬ 
burne asks. *I mean, wc could be 
involved in politics, or we could be 
involved in soda! work, and we (have! 
seen that they're every bit as v^iought in 
hypocrisy arid self-d^eat of their own 
Sgerxlas as music and pop qukurc.* 

That unusual two-stcps-forward/ 
one-step-backward attitude pervades 
Gxisolidated’s live show, the lefty audi¬ 
ences for which lend the impression 
that the bartd is preaching to the con¬ 
verted. The boys, as expected, arc a 
forceful p r esen ce onstage, what with the 
willfully intense Sherburne delivering his 
dirges, Phil Stcir banging away on 
drums and Vince Qarke-likc android 
synth-player Mark Pistel shuffling discs 
and DATs to keep the samples fkiwirtg. 
But the fun really starts after die show, 
when Consolidated gives the mike over 
to the crowd to hear what ibey have to 
say. It's part of the band's coramitincnl 
to communicating their beliefs with min¬ 
imum distortion. 

Message music like this has a built- 


in potential for faihue, as Sherburne is all 
too aware from experietKe. *\Pe go right 
into the first cut,’ Sherburne explains, 
'and there's three kids with Consolidated 
T-shirts up there sieg-beiJing. \Pc go: 
‘VWi a minute. Xfe're obviously failed, 
so let's stop the music before it even 
starts aixl try to separate this.** 

The baixi secs failure and contra¬ 
diction as inescapable. Buzzwords like 
‘hiyth,’ ’dysfunction' and ‘culture’ pop¬ 
ulate Tbe Mytb cf Kock Though defmed 
in vague dmbleihink terms ('DysfiirK- 
tion is normalcy,’ Sherburne will say, or 
'Culture is rxrthing. Everything is cul¬ 
ture, and it's all destroyed*), these cot>- 
cepts are a refuge the band takes from 
the daily betrayals of life in a cold, cruel 
world. Even when Consolidated sings 
about the deceptions of manufactured 
myths or the devolution 
of culture into ’prod 
uct * promotion • profit,' 
the hand krrows that it 
is itself subject to the 
very contradictions its 


lyrics describe. 

It's a dilemma the band accepts and 
subverts simply by making no bones 
about it. as neviy every song on The 
Mytb of Rock mentions the hypocrisy of 
preaching from the debased pulpit of 
pop music This b the kind of self-refer¬ 
ence you'd otherwise find only in a 
semiotics dass, but here it also has an 
American BandstandAikc appeal. In 
other words, it's got a good beat 

In a souixiscape strewn with bands 
trying to be diffncrM like everybody else. 
Consolidated manages to be unique. 
Politically commined yet fully aware of 
their limitatiotts, band members profess 
tra agctxia other than their own cott- 
sciousness-rabing. As Sherburne says, 
half in jest, ‘Our mono b. ‘If we can 
reach one member of tbe band..." 

Whether Consolidated 
faib or succeeds at that 
mbsion, it does nonage 
to hit very large nails 
not quite on the head. 
Afvl that's tx> myth.T

Pictures of Mishima 

Seppuku, Saint Sebastian and Camp

*The man of contradictions,’ Yukio 
Mbhima was fond of instructing hb 
ftietKb, *b like a god.’ Contradictori¬ 
ness was a mark of godhood that Mbhi¬ 
ma—the 20th armiversaty of whose sui¬ 
cide was marked thb past Nov. 25 and 
whose 66th birthday would have 
occurred on Jan. 14—pursued with self- 
consdous samurai vengeance. Enigmas 
are not only fascinating, they're frustrat¬ 
ing, and thinking about the enigma 
called Mishima can give you a 
headache. Irtdeed, the details of hb 
death can turn your stomach. 

When I first read, in my late teens, 
of Mishima's death by seppuku, ritual 
dbembowelment, 1 imagined it to have 
been an elegant, gorgeously dean ges¬ 
ture. I kttew that the rite bara-kiri, 
properly performed, involved the 
spreadittg of a white doth on which the 
suidde knelt while plurtgtng a dagga 
into hb intestmes, arid the image that I 
carried in my mind had the same sim¬ 


ple, geometrical preebion as the 
Japanese flag—a dicular bloodstain 
in the center of a snowy field. As it 
happens, bara-kiri b a terrificaQy 
gridy affair, and Mishima's death, 
complicated by mishap, was 
extraordinarily messy. 

On that November morning 20 
years ago, Mishima and hb four 
closest dbdples—members of the 
private army of student-soldiers that 
he had founded in 1968—comman¬ 
deered the office of Lieut. Gen. 
Kanctoshi Mashida, the chief of the 
Tokyo headquarters of Japan's Self- 
Defense Form. Mashida, who had 
granted the group an interview 
expecting Mbhima to request per¬ 
mission for hb paramilitary force to 
participate in training maneuvers 
with Japan's army, was bound and

gagged, and Mishima presented the 
demand that he be pennined to address 
the troops stationed at the headquaiteis. 
Mishima threatened suicide if Mashida 
did not conipty, and so about 1,200 men 
were hastily assembled on the parade 
ground out^de the building. 

While Mashida was kept under 
guard by Mishima's deputies, Mishima 
progressed to a balcony facing the 
parade ground. By this time, the Tokyo 
media had been alerted to the exceed¬ 
ingly strange goings-on, and while 
Mishima tried to shout his message to 
the troops gathered below, several TV 
and military helicopters circled over¬ 
head. The noise effectively drowned out 
his speech, in which he urged the sol¬ 
diers to ntount a coup to overturn the 
Japanese Constitution, which had been 
Imposed by the United States after 
Wxld Wtf n. and to restore the coun¬ 
try's leadership to the emperor. 

'The few words of Mishima's mes¬ 
sage to penetrate the helicopters' drone 
were hardly well received by the 
uncomprehending soldiers, who contit)- 
ually interrupted him with ^eers. After 
about ten minutes, Mishima gave up, 
cried, * Termo beika BanzMT (’Long live 
the EmperorO three times and retreated 
to Mashida's office. 

His suicide^-which he had appor- 
crwly intended to commit all along— 
quicldy ensued and was as bcxched a 
job as the speech. Though Mishima 
managed to summon the superhuman 
strength necessary to insert his ritual 
chgger ireo, and then drag k actoos, his 
abdomen, his lieuterrant, a 25-ycar-old 
student named Hissho Morka, was less 
successful at carrying out his duty as 
Mishima's second. He and Mishima had 
made a pact beforehand that Morita 
would be responsible for ceremonially 
dccapkatittg Mishima after the latter had 
disemboweled himself. Terrified, trem¬ 
bling and weeping, Moriu struck at 
Mishima three times before managing to 
sever his leader's head. On the first and 
second attempts, Morka's sword slashed 
Mishima's arm and back, prolonging 
and intensifying his angui^. Morka then 
knelt to commit suicide himself (this 
was pan of their pacO, but he evidently 
lacked Mishima's resolve and sheer 
physical power and was unable u inflict 
on himsdf anything mote than a super¬ 
ficial cut He cried out, begging some- 
ooe to complete his death for him. and 


one of the other 
students complied. 

The incident 
triggered a virtual 
worldwide tsunami 
of journalistic at¬ 
tempts to figure out 
Mishima's action. 

(ne Sew York 
Times Index, for 
instance, shows 18 
separate entries re¬ 
lating to the everu 
during the month 
that foUowctO.Twcn- 
ty years later, the 
sensationalism of 
Mishima's suicide 
has mostly died, 
but the puzzle his 
life and death em¬ 
body remains as 
mindbendingly 
alive as ever. 

Yiikio Mishima 
was a homosexual 
(•gay* seems inap¬ 
propriate) who 
married—past the 
age of 30 aitd long after he'd begun 
practicing his homosexuality—and 
fathered three children. Stylistically, his 
novels and other writings veer wildly 
between a severe, undersuted classi¬ 
cism and a wordy—and purple— 
romanticism. Thematically, those of 
Mishima's novels that have homosexual¬ 
ity as their subject are really much more 
about relations between men and 
women. (Perversely chaste love affairs 
between heterosexual women and 
young hooHMcxual men provide the 
chief dramatic interest in Confessions of 
a Mask and Forbidden Cohrd. Mishima 
was addkted to Western culture—every¬ 
thing from Greek philosophy to crewcut 
hairdos and Wayfarer sunglasses—yet 
he killed himself in a gtviesoroely inept 
gesture iiuetxled, on the face of it, to 
protest postwar Japan's defilement by 
Western mores. Mishima was also an 
bxlefatigabie self-protnoter, his efforts to 
advertise himself put those of similarly 
motivated American novelists (Mailer, 
.Tom Wolfe and Capote, among the most 
obvious) to shame. A month before he 
died, he designed and helped to orga¬ 
nize. an exhibit that drew more than 
100,000 vistors, and this at a time when 
sales of his btwks had plummeted in 


Japan. When he died. Mishima had per¬ 
haps ten times as many readers in 
Europe aitd North America as in his 
native country. But k probably isnl so 
astonishing that so many ordinary 
Japanese came » gawk at that display 
of Mishima memorabilia, given how suc¬ 
cessfully he'd made himself imo a cul¬ 
tural pheiwmenon. 

Just what category of phenomenon 
Mishima bdoctged to k's difficult to say: 
During the last 15 years of his life, 
besides marrying, siring offspring, build- 
iryg himself a glitzy (and kkschy) West¬ 
ern-style house (and entertaining there, 
lavishly and often), traveling extensively 
(including some weeklong jaunts to 
New York for the purpose of cruising 
the Greenwich Village bars) and pen¬ 
ning an enormous number of novels, 
plays, short stories and essays, Mishima 
foufKl time to act in a couple of garig- 
sier movies, direct a few of his own 
plays, becosne a body builder and an 
expert in the martial art of hertndo and 
enshrine himself in the role of minor (If 
wcll-lmown) player in Japanese right- 
wing politics. 

You'd think that the labor of cor>- 
structing a signifleatu, sensitive, exten¬ 
sive literary oeuvre—and Mishima's

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work comprises just that—wouldn’t 
allow one also to fashion a splashy 
media image recognizable everywhere 
or, far that maner, to organize, train and 
commarKl a private army of more than 
80 student-soldiers. During his last 
years, Mishitna did all three. Looking at 
pictures of Mishitna (there ate a hi of 
pictures of Mishitna). you get the feel¬ 
ing that if he'd ever competed in a 
house bail, he'd have dragged home 
trophies for ’realness’ in three or four 
different categories. 

(xrnsider the following juxuposi- 
tion. In 1961 and 1962. the photogra¬ 
pher Eikoh Hosoe made a series of pic¬ 
tures of Mishitna that were collected and 
issued in the form of a book, Barahei. 
or, in the English translation. Ordeal by 
Roses (reissued in 1965 by Apenure and 
still in print). Mlshirtia authored the 
book's rather florid preface, in which he 
claims that, in Hosoe's images, 'objects 
arc stripped of their various meanirtgs.’ 
Which isn’t at all true: the book looks 
almost like a catalog in which 'familiar 
oEijects’—catxUes, mirrors. Renaissance 
paintings, ladders, clocks, bertches, chil- 
dren, women’s bo dies are purveyed as 
the gizmos., thirtgamajigs and backdrops 
for the rites of S/M—and S/M of a 
decidedly fey stamp. 

Despite their sometimes-doying 
self-consciousness, the photos—most of 
them photomontages, actually—arc 
erctraordlnary. They could hardly be 
called portraits, for Mishima hitttsdf, as 
the catalog’s model, is merely the nxMt 


precious of these pieces of S/M mer¬ 
chandise. In one particularly striking 
image. Mishima is completely wrapped 
in a black rubber garden hose and lying 
face-up atop a large mosaic zodiac. A 
length of the tubing has been passed 
through his mouth, atKl he is biting k. 
’Meaning* is hardly discarded in this 
picture; it is rigidly controlled. Mbhima’s 
fantastic eyes domitute the image: 
sinniltaneously vacant, imploting and tri¬ 
umphant. 

What has the subject of that 
photo—this man-boy sex-slave—to do 
with the Mishima of another photo, 
taken just a few years later? In this sec¬ 
ond phoiopaph. which appears lo have 
been shot in the studio of a staid, old- 
fiihioncd portraitist, Mishima is seated 
in an upholstered chair. SurroutKling 
him. stand four young members of his 
paramilitary force, which he dubtred 
Tate no koi, the Shield Society. All are 
wearing the double-breasted uniforms 
and military caps (with visors and 
badges) that Mishima designed. These 
arc the four students who later acconv- 
panied Mishina on his death-ntission; 
Hissho Morila stands at his rjght harkd. 
The postures of these self-styled sol¬ 
diers—even Mishima's, seated—are 
rigid, their jaws set. their faces vacant 
(but (his time sternly 
so). It’s very much 
an ’official* portrait, 
antique in cast. Curious¬ 
ly, it's in this second 
photo that Mishinu's 


profound physical beauty really shines. 
The boys ate 20 years younger than he, 
but next to his, their faces look drab, loo 
crabbed with individualily, uninteresting. 

I think that there's no way of mak¬ 
ing sense of these photos except to see 
thm both as exercises in drag or, belter, 
camp. Mishima’s triple obsession with 
youth (male), beauty (male) and death 
(of young, beautiful males) constituted a 
form of aesthetic, as well as moral, seri¬ 
ousness. Mishina detested the prospect 
of old age. with its inevitable concomi- 
tanis of physical deformation, spiritual 
disappointmerM and enervation, aixl as 
he grew older, he worked hard to trans¬ 
form himself into the athletic, norwinlel- 
Icctual type of young man of whom he 
had been so enamored in his youth. As 
he put it in hb autobiographka] essay. 
Sun and Steel, he sought in the grueling 
physical training to which he subjected 
himself the discovery of a iaiiguage of 
the body* that would silence "the cor¬ 
ruption of words’ that had stolen hb 
youth from him. Also, his eroticism 
denunded that he die young or, to put it 
crassly, at least leave a gocxl-looking 
corpse. 

Mishima therefore killed himself 
none too soon, before the depredations 
of age, which can’t forever be fore¬ 
stalled. had set in. 
Though It had several 
times been prefigured 
in his work (and he 
had even acted a bara- 
klrl scene in a movie). 
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Mishima's sukidc left most journalistic 
conuneniators baffled as they anempied 
to as^gn it a place w«hin the context of 
postwar Japanese politics. What they 
were incapable of understanding was 
that whatever political meaning Mishi- 
ma's death did have was completely 
devoured by its personal meaning as the 
outcome of a lifelong aesthetic-erotic 
longing. Mishima, the sublime reac¬ 
tionary. yearned for a return to an age 
when the personal (eroticized herotsnO 
and the political (allegiance, duty) 
cohered. That's not an uncommon nos¬ 
talgia for fanatics of the right or left; 
what separated Mishima from most 
other fantasists was that he was coura¬ 
geous—and, finally, ridiculous— 
enough to attempt its realization. 
When he was informed of Mishima’s 
suicide, then-japanese Premier Sato 
uttered a comment that was irudver- 
tcntly cjuite inidligent. "He was out of 
his mind,* he said. 

Mbhima was certainly out of his 
mind, but it was no pedest^ brand of 
maditess. He was, I thirtk, the victim of 
an extraordinarily pernicious strain of 
camp, if it’s possible to think of 
camp—especially, as seems true in 
Mishima's case, when it’s emptied of its 
ironic component—os a spiritual dis¬ 
ease. When I juxtapose two other pho¬ 
tos of Mishima—the picture of him as 
Saint Sebastian taken during the last few 
years of his life artd a news photo taken 
fust after his suicide—it strikes me how 
completely Mishima was possessed by 
the error of thinking that a human life 
can be tr an sformed into a work of an. 
as if one could enjoy the same degree 
of fteedom—that », control—in model¬ 
ing one’s life that a writer, say, has in 
composing a rwvel. Viewed from this 
angle. Mishima's death shows the same 
horribly ludicrous quality as the death of 
an elegant drag ejueen who is brutal¬ 
ly—that is. unaesthetically—murdered 
by one of her tricks. 

The Renaissance painters who 
took up the theme of Saint Sebastian 
did so not so much with the aim of 
glorifying manyrdom as of portraying 
the nude human body and---by stick¬ 
ing to this ostensibly 
religious subject—of 
circumventing the 
church’s disapproval of 
such depiction. For 
Mishima. though, the 


two—glorious martyrdom and exalted 
male beauty—are perfectly melded. If 
you read Omfiisstom of a Mask as more 
or less straightforward autobiography, it 
seems that the young Mishima depend¬ 
ed on early 20ih-ceMury Western psy¬ 
chology to interpret his homosexuality 
for him. concedirtg with the psychoaru- 
lysts that *in the overwhelmi^ majority 
of cases of inversion |5ikj,..Jhe inverted 
and the sadistic impulses are faiextrica-

bly entangled with one another.* Death 
and beauty, beauty and death. The 
death portrayed in Retuissance paint¬ 
ings of Saint Sebastian (aitd in the photo 
of Mishima as the martyr) is of a scrupu- 
lousty dean, aesthetic sort Death has an 
icy, frozen orderliness. The body of the 
saint bears its wounds like carefully 
applied makeup. 

What a contrast, then, with the 
photograph taken by a 
journalist of Lieut. Gen. 
Mashida’s office in the 
immediate aftermath of 
Mishima’s suicide. In 
this coarse, uncom¬ 


posed image—k appeared in Ufir maga¬ 
zine In December 1970—there is only 
pathetic chaos. The general’s office is 
that of an ordinary govemriKsit bureau¬ 
crat: credenza, radiator, drooping flag, 
telephones. A couple of men, perhaps 
plainclothes police—stand near the 
office doorway, staring at the squalor 
before them. Afternoon sun pierces one 
of the wifKiows, casting a harsh, bright 
rectangle of light on the debris-strewn 
carpet. At a comer of this rectangle, 
slightly bluned in the mkroAlm version 
of the photo that Fve looked at, are the 
two heads—Mishima’s and Morita’s. 
Someone has set them upright, side by 
side: the only bit of formal order in this 
banal scene of the detritus violence 
leaves behkxL 

In Mishima's actual death, reality 
impinged cruelly on fantasy. Mishima 
can’t but have known that his final 
gesture would foil politically and be 
perverted and attenuated by the heap 
of journalistic 'interpretation* that 
would follow. What nukes the gesture 
profoundly interesting is the way in 
which its very messiness, lade of con¬ 
sequence and blandly comic Irrele¬ 
vance are prefigured in Mishima’s great 
txrvels. Mishima’s best books— Forbid¬ 
den Cohrs, The Terr^ of the Golden 
Pavilion and the nugnificeni tetralogy. 
The Sea of Ferttiity. whose composition 
occupied his last five years—ore. all of 
them, about how reality escapes and 
defeats any anempt to impose on it a 
defmiie order, whether that order be 
moral, ideological, aesthetic or erotic. 
It is possible that that was the very les¬ 
son Mishima meant his death to coi>- 
vey. Who knows? Mishima’s tetralogy, 
the firul chapters of which were deliv¬ 
ered to his publisher on the morning 
of his suicide, is nothing if not an 
extended (and Buddhist) joke about 
the vanity of nuking life an intellectual 
project. If that was also the meaning of 
Mishima's death, he may indeed have 
been gexUike, achieving in a breathtak- 
ingly ironic way the very thing his art 
tells us is impossible. But there's some¬ 
thing so scarily unironic about Mishi¬ 
ma’s life that I doubt it. Mishima. the 
phenomenon—the artifact of his own 
viciously serious camp sensibility—and 
Mishima, the divinely gifted writer, 
somehow don’t fit together. The man 
of contradictions was, well, hellishly 
contradktory.T

Tbe boy chases qfier a 
beaut^ upper-class gpi and they have a 
briffbetero romance bffore bods reoHxe it 
tint working out. Tbe boy soon acknoui- 
edga that bis truest love is bis best friend, 
who bos secreUy been lusting ffier him 
since puberty. Tbe two boys foB into each 
others arms. .. 

If these pitches sound more like 
premises for gay male pornography 
(which they could be), it’s because IVe 
changed the gender of arte central char¬ 
acter in each tale. But except for switch¬ 
ing a few pronouns, last fall's Vbtte 
Palace could easily be remade as a gay 
romance, with nary a line of dialog 
aheted. And John Hu^tes’ Sottw Kind of 
vasnderfid—ntf second scenario—would 
work well as a coming-out story; With 
her fteo-pageboy haircut and proio-ACT 
UP war^obe, Mary Stuart Masterson 
seems |ust a sund-in for Eric Stolu's 
repressed gay desire anyway 0 wish). 

In bet. almost any snught storyine 
buk around the cotKepi of forbidden or 
repressed sexual desire can be turned 
into a lesbian or gay romaitce—wkh very 
little rethinking. \Phatever barrier is erea- 
ed to complicate the hetero relation¬ 
ship—generally dass, age attd/or family 
difibences—can always be replaced with 
one unilateral prohibition; tlx uboo of 
homosexual passion. 

What if Romeo had been a willful 
lesbian rather than simply 
a boy from the wrong 
famil^ What if Edward G. 


Robimon, in Scarlet Street, was sneaking 
out to tryst with Dan Duryea rather than 
Joan Bermcn.’ What if psychiatrist Claude 
Rains helped Bette Davis realize that she 
was a spinsia because what she really 
wanted was a woman, in Now, Vbyrq^rr? 
Perhaps Kate Hepburn, who always 
looked good in drag, could have play^ 
the Paul Hcnreid role. 

Film versions of pbys by Tennessee 
Williams and Edward Albec have been 
playing this game in reverse for 
decade s strippirtg gay characters of thek 
sexual orientation (even of their gender) 
but leaving them with their ahenatkm. So 


For example, I was entranced by Man¬ 
nequin, an inconscc]ucntial 19B7 movie 
in which Andrew McCarthy carries on 
with a de pa rtment store dummy who's 
alive tally when they’re atone together. 
What a metaphor for gay desire, I 
thewght. The secrecy, the misunderstand¬ 
ings. the rejeaion by one’s ‘normal" 
foendsi How appropriate that the only 
perscai in the movie who understands 
pewr Andrew is the Black c|ueen who 
dresses the windows! 

As I look back now, I can see an 
endess parade of such films. Some very 
good rnovics I admire, at least in part, be¬ 
cause they are unimeniional meuphors 


rs no surprise that projecting lesbian and 
gay personas exMo straight 
the Hollywood classics 
often produces intriguing 
and credible storylines that 
will never see cdufokL 

In the ‘legitimate’ 
theater, gay play¬ 
wright Craig Lucas' 
current hit. Prelude 
to a Kiss, makes the 
sex-switching quite 
literal, when a 
bride's soul enters 
an old man's body. 

But as gay and le^ 
bian moviegoers, we 
don't have to write 
plays or movie 
treatments—or film 
reviews—to get in 
on the gender-swap- 
ping fun. Wc do it 
mentally every time 
we respond emo¬ 
tionally to a movie 
that d^kts social¬ 
ly forbidden pas¬ 
sion between het- 
erosexuab.

Gx»ider Moonstruck and 
Oasst^ Ddarxey. wth their uppcr-dass 
piotagoniss endunicd by working<lass 
men, or Sugarbaby. in which a bkmd 
bodybuikkr is seduced by that oversized 
paragon of nonmadiiiatul sexuality, Mar¬ 
ianne Saegetfare ch L One of my htvoriie 
examples is the cuh and just-plain dassic 
Harold and Maudf, a ^eefuUy twisted 
talc of one boy's socially unacceptable 
sexual awakening There's a marvelous 
triptyeh near the end of the movie in 
which Harold's love is condemned, in 
cum, by psychiaoy, by the military and 
by the church. Sorcenwriter CaUn Ifiggiiu 
(who was gay, 1 believe) thereby suc¬ 
cinctly represented three traditional 
opponents of healthy homosexual love, 
two of which rettuin avidly anti-gay 
almost 20 years later. 

Kxcept when the author is undoset- 
cd arxl the metaphor made concrete, as 
with Prelude 0 a Kas, it's impossible to 
judge when the projection of gay desire 
onto straight relationships is the work of 
an auteur or only of us voyeurs, h usual¬ 
ly doesn't maner—no one is going to 
market a movie like WbOe Palace specif- 
ically to lesbian and ^ty viewers, what¬ 
ever the filmmaker's interx. Yet among 
1990 Hollywood releases, nbtfe Palace 
best depiaed the aching confusKm of a 
person sexually attracted to someone 
society deems inappropnate, as well as 
the extreme diacomfon of that person's 
lover when surrounded by his suspi¬ 
cious, alien and even hostile liunily and 
friends. And, happily. Khile Palace also 
edebrated the joy^Ful consummation of a 
desire that has survived and defeated 
social condemnation. (Of course, the 
couple has to move to New York to 
live happily ever after.) Eduard Scis- 
sorbaruk. which can easily be read as a 
gay parable (spate me the hairdresser 
jokes), uckles similar issues of fiorbidden 
desire but, in its htlrytale hishion. forbids 
sexual consummation, as if its misunder- 
stoexi artist-hetD were too purr to need 
physical love. 

The equation of gay desire with 
sexual repression of other sorts says a 
lot about how we are forced to con- 
smxt our identities in a hoside environ¬ 
ment, and why our activlsi groups are 
so often rmrcd in questions of sexism, 
racbm and ciassbm as well as homo¬ 


phobia Anyone who fights against the 
ideab and assumptions of white, mid- 
dle-ciass patriarchy begins to remind us 
of ourself We willingly embrace and 
unite with people with whom we may 
have little in oommon except the experi- 
etKe of oppression. 

For me as a moviegoer. Ihb means 
I often react more strottgly to weD<lone 
straight love stories with some dement 
of social rebdiion than I do to crude, 
openly lesbian or gay films like Men in 
Love or Fun Down There. Among 1990 
rdeaves, for Instance, I ceruinly pre- 
forred the nrcvereiM wit and romance of 
The Unbelievable Truth —about a 
straight couple no one watxs to see get 
together—to the frigid depictions of gay 
sexuality in The Krays or Last Ext! 0 
Brooklyn. For all the hoopla over 
Henry and June, the June chariKier and 
the lesbian-tinged scenes .struck me as 
absurd caricatures, without sensual 
intensity; in contrast, the corny eroti¬ 
cism of John VRuers' Oy-Bafy seems a 
perfect projection of gay wish-fulfill- 
ment, in which we conquer society 
from the outside through the sheer 
force of our fiedings. 

I loved Longtime Companion (final 
scene excepted), but let's face it—the 
satbfiiction of seeing one couple sur¬ 
vive doesn't change the fact that the 
movie is about AIDS, not about 
romance. For passion, I prefer Vfhi/e 
Palace. When I saw that film a couple 
of months ago at a Gneplex Odious, 
the theater was having projeedan prob¬ 
lems; The soundtrack was tinny, and 
the fociu was soft. I. on the other harxl, 
had no projection problems at all—I 
knew early on that I'd be casting myself 
in the Susan Sarandon role, complete 
with sexual virtuosity. (And why notf) 

The political and psychological 
implications of such projection I leave to 
others to considcr-^'m ulking about 
enjoying a well-made movie here, a 
purely hedonutic goal. To that end, 
mental manipubiion of Hollywood's het- 
cio fantasies b often more emotionaQy 
ipatif>'ing than the latest uncioseted Irxle- 
pendent feature. Maybe on some cold 
winter ni^. IH even get up the nerve to 
rent Pretty Vbman I know one or two 
lesbians who secretly adore the movie.T
